Although the Netherlands succeed- 
ed in remaining neutral throughout 
the World War, its. boundaries were 
nevertheless crossed by German 
troops, points out a bulletin from the 
National Geographic Society. Re- 
treating from Belgium in November, 
1918, the Germans found themselves 
cut off from Germany by the "pan- 
handle" province of the Netherlands, 
Limburg, from rive to 1"> miles in 
width but about 2"> miles long. To 
avoid a detour around this narrow 
strip, they asked and received per- 
mission to cross it. and made good 
their escape from pursuing Allied 
forces. As a result of this incident, 
Belgium later presented an unsuccess- 
ful claim to have Limburg panhandle 
transferred from Netherlands to Bel- 
gian sovereignty. 

The last actual invasion of the 
Netherlands took place during the 
Napoleonic Wars. Both British and 
French troops swept inUi the country 
in 17!). r ). The French routed the Brit- 
ish under the Duke of York, and re- 
mained to make the region a part of 
the Napoleonic Empire until Dutch 
troops joined forces against Napoleon 
at Waterloo, in territory then con- 
sidered still a part of the Nether- 
lands.

EARLY AMERICAN FOLK ART 
SHOWN AT L IBRARY 

The exhibition of early American 
folk art which opened Monday at the 
Library gallery is unlike any yet 
sponsored by the Winchester Art 
Association, under whose auspices 
it is shown. The group of paint- 
ings. New England in origin, is 
interesting, and perhaps, viewed in 
the light of the present day, amusing. 
Yet there is a certain homely 
charm about the pictures that re- 
minds one of stuffy parlor-:, furnished 
in walnut and black haircloth, with 
antimacassars, whatnots and conch- 
shells, and a Bible on the center-table. 

Many of the pictures hung are por- 
traits, a number of these being of 
children, most of whom with their 
solemn faces are in appearance years 
older than their age. Stiff necked men 
in standing collars and stock ties, 
ami prim women in black silk with 
lace collars and caps are shown in 

! the characteristic poses which were 
"the thing" in their day. Yet here 
and there the charm of fine features, 

1 serenity and strength of character 
peep at you from the dark canvasses, 
and the chuckle caused by the strange 
costumes and Jtiff postures is checked 

; by the realization that after all these 

1 were real people to whom we all owe 
much, 

There is a finely painted portrait 
of Dolly Madison in black silk with 
i white lace at the throat and wrists 
! and a white lace cap, the strength of 
, expression about the eyes and firm 
[ lips being well done. Another inter- 
esting portrait is that of Mrs. Adam< 
done on a wood panei and remark- 
able fur the fine lace ruff she is wear- 
ing. 

A velvet memorial from Peterbor- 
ough, N. H.. is dated 1837. and H. 
Schuldt's interesting study of a "Traf- 
fic Halt in New York City," with its 
uniformed police officer assisting pe- 
1 destrians, was done in 1872. 

There are one or two still lifes in 
the group, and a large painting of the 
Battle of Princeton. Winter Land- 
scape at Fitzwilliam, N. H„ Deathbed 
Scene, a Handsome Young Man. Red 
Haired Girl with Abundant Jewelry 
and Girl Holding Doll, the latter 
painted by C. G. Beauregard in 1872, 
are some of the titles. 

There is one charming small paint- 
j ing of a girl playing an old fashioned 
parlor organ that has much appeal, 
the warm light from two shaded 
bracket candles playing upon her face 
and shoulders in realistic fashion. 
Victorian Room is also interesting, 
with its male singer clad in evening 
clothes accompanied by a young wo- 
man at a open grand piano under a 
gaslight chandelier with round globes. 

Reminding one somewhat of Cruick- 
shank's illustrations for Dickens' nov- 
els is the picture entitiled "Land- 
scape With Figures." showing a non- 
descript group about a dignified man 
in black with knee breeches reading 
his paper in front of a public house. 
Smacking of the illustrations seen in 
country stores is "Landscape with 
General Cant and Wild Turkies." an 
unusual picture, showing two strange- 
ly unconcerned turks in front of a log 
cabin with the General and a compan- 
ion approaching along a lane. 

The exhibition will be at the li- 
brary through June. The public is 
invited to visit it.

ENGL VND FREE <>l 1M VS!<»\ 
FOR NEARLY MO ^ EARS 

England's hurried preparations t«> 
resist a expected invasion by German 
parachute troops marks an important 
milestone in history, for except dur- 
ing almost negligible raids. n<> invad- 
ers have set foot, on English sod for 
nearly 900 years, say- a bulletin from 
the Washington, I>. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

Althoujrh Great Britain has been 
bombarded from sea and air. and more 
than once has prepared to resist 
threatened invasions, no hostile sol- 
diers have actuallv in.adod England 
since H>«"!. when William the Conouer- 
or crossed the Knyrlish Channel from 
Normandy with his army. 
England Invaded often Before 1066 

Strangely enough, an invasion oi 
England from Norway not long before 
helped pave the way for the success 
of the Normans, for it diverted Brit- 
ish forces northward and weakened 
their power before the famous Battle 
of Hastings in which the Norman in- 
vaders won supremacy. 

Before 1<'<'>'">, England was invaded 
many times by the Saxons. Danes. 
Norsemen ami others, but after the 
Norman conquest there were no fur- 
ther hostile incursions, although Eng- 
lish armies several times invaded 
France and the Low Countries. 

It was more than 500 years after 
the Norman conquest that the Spanish 
Armada brought the next great threat 
of invasion to England. In 1588 King 
Philip of Spain sent a vast fleet of 
132 ships with .TI.OOO men to gain 
control of the English Channel s<> that 
a Spanish army could he brouirht over 
from the Netherlands. The defeat of 
the Armada by the English fleet under 
Sir Francis Drake and its subsequent 
destruction in a storm is a familial- 
chapter in English history. 

A French army of 60,000 was gath- 
ered to invade England in 1759 during 
the Franco-British War which is bet- 
ter known in the United States as 
the French and Indian War. The plan 
failed when the British Navy defeated 
the French fleet which was to escort 
the army across the channel. 

The next threat of invasion came 
from France in 1804 when Napoleon 
I assembled an army of 100,000 to 
cross from Boulogne and land on the 
coast of Kent in southeast England. 
A defense army was hurriedly re- 
cruited and defense works thrown up 
on the coast where the R • k was 
expected. Remains of th - • works 
can still be seen. Again the British 
Navy came to the rescue, however, by 
preventing the concentration of the 
French and Spani-h fleets., which 
would have been necessary to pro- 
tect the crossing of Napoleon's army. 

No invasion of the British Isles was 
attempted during the World War. 
but German cruisers bombarded towns 
on the English east coast on nt least 
two occasions. German Zeppelins and 
airplanes carried out a series of air 
bombing attacks on Lon Inn and other 
points in England. 

Perhaps not many Americans real- 
ize that the Revolutionary War naval 
hero. John Paul Jones, made a raid 
on Whitehaven, a British nort^on the 
Irish Sea just south of the Scottish 
border opposite the isle oJ Man. 
Jones took the forts by BUWrise, 
-piked their guns and attempted to 
set tire to ships in the harbor.

Norway has no true inland cities of 
any size. Oslo, some 60 miles from 
the open sea, is nevertheless a sea- 
port because of the deep sea arm 
reaching into Oslo Fjord. 

The typical Norwegian fjord is a 
long gorge - like mountain valley 
drowned in the soa, bringing salt 
water and sea depths inland. The 
fjord's gray walls are steep under 
water as well as above, and drop far 
below a river's depth. Near the mouth, 
the fjord generally becomes shallower. 
Norway's fjord giant, Soirne Fjord 
"n the western coast north of Bergen, 
bites 100 miles into the land, anil half- 
way in, it still ha< a depth of nearly 
4,000 foot. 

Mountainside farms and highland 
pastures bonder the fjords and in 
many of them there is salmon fishing. 
So deep is the fjord on which Flaam 
is situated that for ten weeks during 
the winter, the village receives no 
direct sunlight. Most of Norway's 
people live near the fjord-fringed 
perimeter.

In 19:59 the Temporary Loan of $1,- 
500,000 was sold at the surprisingly 
low rate of one tenth of 1 per cent.

The British Committee of Imperial 
Defense vetoed the project in 1924 and 
the House of Commons voted it down 
in 1930.

< ommitUf to Defend America by 
Aiding the Allies 

A Winchester Division of the Com- 
mittee to Defend America by Aiding 
the Allies was organized at a meet- 
ing held on Monday evening at the 
offices of the Selectmen at the town 
hall. 

The immediate objective of this 
committee, which is organized under 
the general supervision of the na- 
tional committee headed by William 
Allen White of Kansas, are: 

1. Prompt shipment to the Allies of 
all materials of war now available 
which are not necessary to our own 
defense. 

2. The passage of such legislation 
as may be necessary to enable the 
Allies to obtain loans and credits in 
this country. 

3. The pas-sage of such legislation 
as may be necessary to prevent the 
shipment of goods to the enemies of 
the Allies or to other countries where 
they may be trans-shipped to them. I 

4. The speeding of production of 
war materials to the utmost of our 
abilities for shipment to the Allies j 
and for our own defense. 

5. The passage of such legislation • 
as may be necessary to permit our J 
citizens to volunteer for military serv- 
ice with the Allies. 

In view of the seriousness of the j 
situation, the committee believes that 
many Winchester residents will be in- 
terested and it is hoped that a prompt 
response will be made by those who 
desire membership in the organiza- 
tion.

Father's D.ir is not as old a 
holiday as Mother's Day. but it Is 
rapidly increasing: in popularity.

Hawaiian Chicken Dish 

Fricassee chicken in the usual 
way, adding a slice of onion, salt 
and pepper for flavoring and a cup 
of diced celery. When chicken is 
tender, remove from pan and strain j 
broth. Discard onion but reserve 
celery for casserole. Place slices 
of broiled sugar-cured ham in the 
bottom of a targe casserole, adding 

2 well-drained Hawaiian pineapple 
gems and 2 canned artichoke le ans 
lor each st rvlng, the celery and 
chicken (which has been removed 
from the bonei. Skim fat from 
broth and use broth in making 
fricassee sauce. Melt 2 tablespoons 
of butter and stir in 2 tablespoons 
of flour for each cup and a half 
of broth. Stir until smooth and 
slightly thickened. Pour over 
chicken in casserole. Prepare 
dumplings in the usual way. Add 
ground cooked chicken livers or 
calves liver. Drop on top of 
casserole mixture. Cover and place 
in a moderately hot oven (400° F. > 
for 15 minutes or until dumplings 
are done. Before serving sprinkle 
■with freshly grated coconut which 
has been toasted. Serve with boiled 
rice. 

Yield: A stewing chicken 
weighing -l>i pounds (dressed 
weight) will serve six.

(Serves 6-S) 

3 cups orange juice, strained

Father's Day Punch 

4 cups freshly made, chilled de- 
caffeinated coffee 
l's pints ice cream 
Orated mi t meg 

Pour the decaffeinated coffee 
over a pint of ice cream in a punch 
bowl or big mixing bowl, and blend 
lightly with an egg beater until the 
ice cream is partly melted. Add 
additional ice cream in spoonfuls to 
the punch. Sprinkle with grated 
nutmeg. Vanilla, coffee, or choco- 
late ice cream combines well with 
the coffee flavor. 

To make decaffeinated coffee by 
the percolator method, use l 1 ^ 
heaping tablespoons ground de- 
caffeinated coffee for each cup 
i l 2 pint) of water. Pour cold 
water into pot of percolator. Set 
percolator basket in pot and put 
coffee in it. Cover. Lot percolate 
slowly and gently 10 to 15 minutes. 
(To obtain full strength of de- 
caffeinated coffee, percolate 15 to 
20 minutes). Pour coffee over 
cracked ice. 

Decaffeinated coffee may be made 
by any other method, i. e.. steeped, 
drip, or boiled, using the same pro- 
portions of coffee and water. Extra- 
strength coffee is necessary on ac- 
count of the melting ice. Always 
use freshly made coffee. A decaffe- 
inated brew ends the dilemma of 
coffee lovers who liko to indulge 
in second or third cups without 
worrying over sleeping problems.

SAVED LIFE OF BROTHER ELK 
Newton Man Taken from Lake b> 

John Lynch 



John Lynch of Nelson street, for- 
mer Winchester High fullback, saved 
the life of Paul Leahy of Newton 
when the latter was threatened with 
drowning at the convention of the 
Massachusetts State Elks' Associa- 
tion at Pittsfield over the holiday 
week-end. 

Leahy, who is an attorney anil 
member of Newton Lodge, Lynch and 
Joseph Wamboldt, who is also a mem- 
ber of Newton Lodge, were canoe- 
ing on a good sized lake near the site 
of the convention when they noticed 
a boy near them who was in trouble 
in the water. The youngster was 
about to go down when Wamboldt 
jumped from the canoe to go to his 
assistance. 

In doing so he upset the canoe, 
throwing both Lynch and Leahy, ful- 
ly clothed, into the lake. Leahy was 
unable to swim and sank. Lynch, 
however, brought him to the surface 
and safely to shore, receiving a great 
hand from those present for his 
handling of the near tragedy.

P. K. R.. first 
vice president of the State Associa- 
tion.

Winchester's tine new ambulance 
arrived in town Saturday.

Mr. Cameron finally lined up the 
machine in question, which is mech- 
anically as good iis a new machine 
and which is fully equipped, with 
electric fan. first aid compartment, 
two heaters, special lighting, neon 
sign, jump seats, stretcher, mattress 
and new tires all around. 

At town meeting there was consider- 
able discussion about the advisability 
of purchasing a second-hand ambu- 
lance to replace the old Ford. Those 
Opposing the used-car scheme, who 
have seen the ambulance, feel that the 
Board made an exceptionally good 
buy.

Massachusetts was the first state- 
to use the Australian Ballot (1X8*1. 

The secret ballot, known as "Aus- 
tralian," is not yet used in South 
Carolina. The ballots they use are 
party-prepared and distributed at 

both' the primary and the election. It 
is very difficult to believe that many 
citizens aie hardy enough to ask for 
or present a Republican ballot in 
South Carolina's elections. 

In the rest of the country, in only 
the primaries, do citizens designate 
their party. At the election a citizen's 
choice should be his business. In some 
of the other Southern states they still 
provide for the scratching Off the 
names of all candidates other than the 
one the voter wishes to elect. 

In Florida no party designations 
are given but if a Republican runs his 
name is always found second on the 
balloc. 

Another wrinkle is known as the 
"Who's Who" ballot. Certain informa- 
tion concerning the candidate is given 
to aid the voter — if not the candidate. 

When you have a one party dicta- 
torship there is only one party's 
candidates listed on the ballot.

250; 1987— 941,664; li»38— 851,926; 
1939—920,310. 

President Roosevelt must have been 
kidding or he did not know — when he 
criticised President Hoover for the

civil employees a.- we have in our 
regular army. 

Talk 'about national defense! This 
expan led civil army of 348,219 is 
twice as large as the new regular 
army that we are considering. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority has 
12.144 civil employees; Farm Credit 
.".17(5; Federal Communications 616; 
Federal Emergency of Publu Works 
10,305; Federal Housing Administra- 
tion 4.707; Home Owners Loan 10,- 
960; National Labor Relations Board 
841: i New York World's Fair 72); 
(San Francisco Fair 69); etc., etc. 

These figures do not include legis- 
lative or judicial branches of the fed- 
eral government, simply executive 
employees.

Rep. Edith Nourse Rogers, of this 
Congressional District, has been In 
the thick of the efforts being made 
in Washington for adequate national 
defense. 

On May 10, Mrs, Rogers introduced 
in the House of Representatives a 
resolution to keep Congress in con- 
tinuous session in order to be in readi- 
ness to meet any eventuality. She 
feels that grave situations are most 
likely to arise overnight, and that it 
is the duty id' Congress as representa- 
tives of the people of the country to 
stay on the job to make our national 
defenses strong. 

Another resolution of Mrs. Rogers' 
requests the President of the United 
States to transmit to the House cf 
Representatives, for the information 
of the Committees on Foreign Affairs, 
tile essential sirbstance of all reports 
and communications received by him 
or by the Department of State, con- I 
corning conditions in war zones in j 
foreign countries. Mrs. Rogers says j 
that the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
of which she is a member, should be j 
given all available information, as the 
country faces a grave situation. The 
Committee should not be forced to 
obtain information from friends in 
the State Department, or obliged to 
depend on radio commentators and the 
press for information as to what is 
going on in the war zones. 

Always advocating complete national 
defense, she introduced the first edu- 
cational order bill in Congress' years 
ago. If it had been carried out. in- 
dustry today would be able to turn 
out at once necessary war equipment. 

In line with the national defense 
program, Mrs. Rogers was successful 
in having an item placed in the War 
Department Appropriation Bill, call- 
ing for (386,667.00 for the purchase 
of additional land for Fort Devens at 
Ayer, Mrs. Rogers' ambition always 
has been to make Devens one of the 
foremost Army posts in the country, 
serving as it does as a protection for 
one of the greatest industrial areas 
in the country.

THIS is the time of. the year when 
the thoughts of motorists turn 
to the great outdoors. And it is also 
the season of the year when these 
same motorists ^should do a little 
tightening up; 
or, if they pre- 
fer not to do 
i t themselves, 
should have 
their service sta- 
tions do it for 
them. 

It's surprising 
how much good 
can come from 
such a simple 
thing 1 as tight- 
ening bolts on 
a n automobile. 
For example, tighten the carburetor 
and inlet manifold, because if it is 
loose it may very well cause the 
motor to skip. A few turns or may- 
be only half a turn on a bolt or 
two will often make an appreciable 
difference in the operation of the 
motor. Loose cylinder head bolts 
should also be tightened as they 
may lead to compression losses 
which in turn, can waste gasoline. 
Oil leakage can result from loose 
crankcase bolts. 

And while you're about it. take a 
turn on the exhaust manifold bolts. 
If this part is loose it is also prob- 
ably noisy: moreover, it may allow 
poisonous gases to escape Into the 
car. 

A handy motorist can do his car 
a lot of good by tightening up all 
the bolts and nuts he can reach. 
Also take a screw driver and go 
after those screws which have be- 
come loose. You'll find plenty ot 
them. This is good exercise, and 
if you like to putter around ar 
automobile you'll enjoy doing it.

In tin- Home Department Quarterly 
of the American Baptist Publication 
Society for April-June. 1940, is one 
lesson on "Testing Conduct by its 
Usefulness," Among other things it 
says. "A modern writer who pos- 
sessed an insight into the power of 
habit, and who saw how certainly 
habits, good or had. could make «>r 
break a life, said: 'Cultivate only 
the habits that you are willing should 
master you.' Probably no one who 
drinks has any intention that drink 
shall become his master. He proposes 
to drink for whatever satisfaction he 
can get out of it. but intends to keep 
the habit under control. But that is 
precisely what, in many cases, the in- 
dividual presently finds himself un- 
able to do. The drink masters him. 
Therefore, one needs to judge the 
drink habit by its finished products: 
the drunken bum. the blubbering im- 
becile, or the man experiencing delir- 
ium tremens. If one does not want 
to be mastered by a habit which pro- 
duces these results, the only safe and 
sensible course is to give that habit 
absolutely no chance to establish it- 
self in one's life. 

Does intoxicating drink make the 
hands of the surgeon more skillful ? 
Does it give the air pilot a keener 
eye and a steadier nerve? Does it 
enable the motorist to drive with 
greater safety? Does it add to the 
athlete's speed, skill, or endurance? 
Does it produce a happier, more 
wholesome homelife ? Does it serve . 
any useful purpose at all? If not — 
and it certainly does not— the demand 
both of Christianity and of common 
sense is to leave drink alone. It is not 
a question of how temperate one is 
going to be. but of remembering that 
one is dealing with poison and deter- j 
mining that one will be a total ab- 
stainer."

W. C. T. U. NOTES 

A reprint from Mississippi Doctor, 
official organ of the Mississippi State 
j Medical Association, has a doctor's 
. opinion on the drink question. Dr. 
Seale Harris, Professor Emeritus of 
Medicine, University of Alabama, is 
quoted in the Union Signal of March 
16, as having written : 

"Intelligent people of the United 
States should study the effects of 
beer and other alcoholic beverages on 
the human body as well as the recent 
history of beer and wine drinking 
I countries; and each man and woman 
and boy ami girl who thinks should 
l et use to drink beer and wines, which 
not only are habit-forming and char- 
acter-destroying in themselves, but 
which often lead to the use of strong- 
er drtnks that cause more rapid de- 
generacy in those who are unwise 
enough to use them to excess. Each 
man and woman can do his or her 
part in making our nation great and 
prosperous by abstaining from alco- 
holic beverages of all kinds and by 
otherwise keeping himself fit for 
whatever may be his vocation in life. 

The propaganda of the brewers and 
the distillers, that many good people 
have fallen for. is that Prohibition 
is responsible for crime. People who 
tall for such propaganda do not think 
things through. It is whiskey and beer 
— n ; >t prohibition— that is wrong; and 
the American people should have the 
good sense and the courage to rise 
up and drive out alcoholic beveraires 
which are harmful and habit-forming, 
and which when used to excess un- 
doubtedly resuh in degeneracy and 
, death." 



The commencement exercises of the 
Boston Extension. Henry George 
■ School of Social Science which this 
year took the form of a lawn party 
i ri the West Roxbury estate of Mr. 
John S. Codman were held Thursday 
Jtvening, June 20, and were enjoyed 
i by about 85 alumni. The attendance 
j from Winchester. Medford. Arlington 
and Woburn was large and repre- 
sentative of recent classes. 

As this was the fifth commencement 
for the Boston Extension it is inter- 
esting to note that in the five years 
the faculty has increased from two to 
22 with an alumni list of 900. Dur- 
ng the first season four classes were 
held while the past season there were 
31, Plans now in the making for the 
season of l!»4(l-41 look to a substan- 
tial increase in both numbers of stu- 
dents and influence. The report of the 
finance committee under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Harold Power of 
Winchester indicates that this growth 
is well provided for. 

TH" high spots of the program 
were the opening address by the Dean 
of Faculty, Mr. Codman and the clos- 
ing address by Mr. Francis G. Good- 
ale of Weston, who was the 1934-35 
second member of the faculty. While 
Mr. Goodale still leads elementary 
classes he also leads the advanced 
class in international trade. 

After short talks by half a dozen 
members of the spring classes sev- 
eral of the faculty, including Mr. 
Morris Hand and Mr. Winthrop L. Up- 
ton of Winchester, spoke from dif- 
ferent angles on the subject. "Con- 
structive Criticisms of the School 
Course." 

The keynote of the program seemed 
to be the importance of spreading 
a living realization of the fact that 
a solution of the world'- present acute 
problems is not to be found in human 
personalities hut rathe: in a wide- 
spread recognition of those laws gov- 
erning human relations which have 
always functioned and always will 
function with absolute impartiality 
and justice. Mankind may work in 
harmony with those laws and enjoy 
happy results or through ignorance 
or carelessness disregard them and 
take the consequences. Asia and Eu- 
rope have allowed this disregard to 
bear its inevitable fruit which we 
now see in unparalelled suffering. 
America is young so that the fruit 
is not yet fully ripened. If we will, we 
may still pull up by the roots the tree 
of legalized monopoly and forestall 
the same kind of harvest Asia and 
Europe are now gathering. To be suc- 
cessful, however, will require the 
highest mental and spiritual develop- 
ment of which America is capable. 

Immediately before Mr. Goodale's 
closing address diplomas were award- 
ed to 58 graduates from the spring 
classes.

General apprehension with respect 
to tin- situation in the Balkans, with 
their minorities of millions, has been 
heightened by the reported massing 
of Turkish troops, ami other military 
developments, along the boundary 
that separates Turkey from Bulgaria 
and Greece. Since the territorial re- 
alignments following the World W ar. 
this southeastern section of Europe 
has become a crisscross of diplomacy, 
of treaties and trade agreements. 
Natural Harriers Make Up 
Boundaries 

Turkey in Europe faces Bulgaria to 
the north with a phalanx of moun- I 
tains, trackless for the most part; 
the boundary with Greece, t<> the j 
west, is the Meric (Maritza) River, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. headquarters of the National ! 
Geographic Society. A few miles in- 
land from the eastern end of the I 
boundary between Bulgaria and 
Greece is Edirne (Adrianople) sur- ! 
rounded by low fortified hills, long j 
headquarters of a Turkish army 
corps. Its population of 36,000 is hut 
one third of that of a quarter of a 
century ago. 

Edirne is on the railroad runninir 
from Istanbul (Constantinople) to 
Sotiya ( Sofia ) and Beograd < Bel- 
grade). Two highways connect with 
Istanbul; one 145 miles long, is the 
principal road in European Turkey 
over which camel caravans long car- 
ried goods from the East. It docs not 
parallel the railroad, which deviates 
for an additional 50 miles-. 

North and east of Edirne rise the 
Istranca Mountains, a granite mass 
beginning in Bulgaria and covering 
northern Turkey in Europe. They 
crowd the Black Sea coast, rising 
gradually to a crest eight to 20 miles 
inland, with the tallest peak 3,400 
feet high. Through this mountain 
mass a deep defile, rooky and wind- 
ing, marks the eastern part of the 
boundary between Turkey and Bul- 
garia. Down this forest-crowned 
gorge roars the Rezvava River to the 
Black Sea. 

Flowing to Edirne from the north 
is the Tundzha River which also 
forms a part of the Bulgarian bor- 
der; its valley is a deep ravine, ex- 
cept for the last five miles through 
which runs the road to Yambol, Bul- 
garia. The Meric becomes- the Grecc- 
ian lwrder several miles west of 
Edirne and continues south to the 
Aegean Sea. 

The west -east portion of the Merit- 
Valley is the natural highway into 
Turkey from the west, and through 
it flows the traffic between Softy a 
and Istanbul, both by railway and 
highway. After the river turns south- 
ward near Edirne, it flows through 
a broad valley, often flooded, with 
marsh land along the western hank, 
and many islands. The depth of seven 
to ten feet allow-* only Ixiuts of .-hal- 
low draught to ascend as far as 
Edirne. The slow current and the flat- 
ness of the land favor the small sail 
boats specially built for the river. 

Enez on the east mouth of the 
river delta, 90 miles below Edirne. 
was originally a Greek colony. Tur- 
key in Europe is smaller than New- 
Hampshire having an area of about 
; :2~>7 square miles.

BASED on many years of experi- 
ence the various states have 
enacted laws regulating motor ears 
and their operation. The basic pur- 
pose of these laws is to protect the 
public. Thus an 
Increasing num- 
ber of states re- 
quire motorists 
to prove their 
ability to drive 
he fore they are 
granted a license 
to do so. Other 
states require 
that cars be in- 
spected period- 
ically to prove 
that they are 
mechanically lit 
to be on the 
road. 

Virtually every state requires 
the driver to carry his auto- 
mobile's registration certificate w ith 
him when his ear is being usetl and 
to permit any officer of the law to 
examine this certificate. This proves 
the ownership of the car. It is also 
a protection to every honest driver 
and has resulted in authorities re- 
covering hundreds of stolen auto- 
mobiles. 

-Most states require a certificate 
of title signed under oath for each 
automobile registered for the first 
time in the state. Accompanying 
this title certificate must be a bil 
of sale signed by the person or firm 
selling the car. New title certifi- 
cates are issued upon subsequent 
sale of the car. 

In buying a motor car you should 
check its engine and serial numbers 
against the numbers on the bill ot 
sale, certificate of title and old regis- 
tration certificates to protect your- 
self against the purchase of a stolen 
car. If you repaint your car or in- 
stall a rebuilt engine with a differ- 
ent engine number you should so 
notify your state motor vehicle de- 
partment. If. by chance, your car la 
stolen notify the police at once ana 
if it is not recovered notify your 
state motor vehicle department. 

These laws were placed o:\ the 
statute books for your protection 
and for the protection of all honest 
motorists. It is the put of good 
citizenship to observe them care- 
fully and to promote their observ- 
ance generally.

THE largest single service station 
construction project in many 
years is now underway along the 160- 
mile stretch of the new Pennsylvania 
Turnpike, the so-called "Dream 
Highway" between Pittsburgh and 
Harrisburg. Ten modern service sta- 
tions are being built on this road by 
the Standard Oil Company of Penn- 
sylvania, a Colonial Esso affiliate. 
The station locations and the nearest 
towns arc indicated on the map. which 
also shows the route of the new 
super-highway. 

The photograph shows a., archi- 



tect's drawing of the Midway Sta- 1 mitory 
tion, at the ball-way point on the' 
highway, near Bedford. This two- 
story early domestic Pennsylvania 
building will represent the last word 
in modern service stations. In addi- 
tion to elaborate facilities for pas- 
senger car drivers, including a res- 
taurant seating 120 persons, spacious 
smoking lounges, a terrace overlook- 
ing the Alleghctiies, and a beautiful 
wood-paneled entrance lobby, this 
building will have special accommo- 
dations for cross-country truckmen. 
Included will be shower baths, a dor- 



witb sleeping facilities for 38 
persons, a laundry, recreation rooms, 
smoking lounge and a special entrance. 

Construction of these ten stations, 
which the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
Commission said will cost approxi- 
mately half a million dollars, started 
a few days after the Commission 
awarded the exclusive service sta- 
tion concession along the highway to 
the Standard Oil Company of Penn- 
sylvania. The stations will be built in 
time for the scheduled opening of the 
new highway by President Roosevelt 
on July Fourth.

During the Franco-Prussian War 
of 1S7D. when the Germans occupied 
Paris, as they do today, Bordeaux 
was for three months the Freeh pro- 
visional headquarters. Again. in 
1914, when the Germans were thrown 
back only 17 miles short of the N al 
capital. Bordeaux became a "little 
Palis." as diplomats and journalists, 
deputies and actors joined the Fran 
President, Ministers and their fami- 
lies in their temporary haven som< 
300 air miles southwest of Paris. 

With 260,000 inhabitants. Bordeaux 
is the most remote large city from 
the- present war arias. It is less than 
400 miles, as the bomber flies, fi 
the nearest Italian air field. Nor- 
mally the country's chief port for th 
southwest, it might also be a con- 
venient spot from which the fo\ ■■ 
ment of France could move to pos- 
session! in Africa or America if tha. 
step was necessary.

Premier Raynaud's reference to the 
possibility of France continuing the 
war, if necessary, from her American 
possessions, involves the following 
French colonial outposts in the New 
World says a bulletin from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 
On the North Coast of South America 
French Guiana. Smaller, less popu- 
lous, and less developed than Neth- 
arlands' Surinam and British Guiana 
to the west, French Guiana has an 
area slightly larger than that of 
Maine. It lies between Brazil, on the 
east, and Surinam I formerly Dutch 
Guiana i on the west. The Tumuc-Hu- 
mac Mountains hound the territory on 
the south. Like the regions on either 
side. French Guiana rises graduallv 
southward from a strip of alluvial 
plain and an area of "swamp savan- 
nas" to heavily forested areas and 
mountains in the center and south. 
River valleys deeply trench the coun- 
try. Settlement is centered in the wet, 
hot coastal strip, which, since 1930, 
has constituted the province of Guy- 
ane. The population estimate of about 
25,000 excludes the Indians and Ne- 
groes of the forest. The coastal popu- ! 
lation is mixed European; the lan- 
guage a colorful patois derived from 
several tongues. Off the coast lies the 
famous penal colony of Devil's Island. 

The colony's resources are mostly 
undeveloped. On the cast, many peo- | 
pie are engaged in farming. 

Cayenne, on a coastal island, is the 
capital and chief city. 

The French West Indies (islands in 
the Caribbean) consists of two large 
islands, Guadeloupe and Martinique, 
and several smaller ones, chief among 
these being Oesirade, Marie Galante, 
St. Bartholomew, and the northern 
part of St. Martin. (The southern 
part belongs to the Netherlands*. All 
are in the Lesser Antilles, southeast 
of Puerto Rico. 
^ Martinique the southernmost 

French island, is a mountainous mass 
of volcanic origin. Mont Pelee (4200 
feet), in tht> north, staged a violent 
eruption in I!>02 which destroyed St. 
Pierre, at that time the largest city, 
killed 40,000 people and did enor- 
mous damage. Fertile valleys and 
deep forested gorges are cut into the 
steep mountains. Rainfall is heavy 
and rivers numerous. The island 
heights are cool and ivigorating, 'n 
contrast to the hot, unhealthful low- 
I lands. 

j Sugarcane is the most important 
I crop and sugar refineries prepare the 
finished' product. Rum. cocoa, coffee, 
tobacco, vanilla, pineapples, and ban- 
anas are leading exports. Most nf the 
235,000 people are Ne<roes. Fort-de- 
France (population about 43,000) is 
the capital and commercial metropolis. 
Josephine, Napoleon's empress, was a 
native trf' Martinique. 

Guadeloupe lying between Domin- 
ica and Antigua consists of two dis- 
tinct islands separated by a narrow 
strait. The eastern island is- low-ly- 
ing Gram- Terre; Basse Terre on 
the west is larger and mountainous. 
Highest peak on the island is vol- 
canic Grande Soufriere (4,900) feet, 
from which there were destructive 
eruptions in 17!)7 and 1843. The lead- 
ing port and trade center is Pointe-a- 
Pitre (population .10,000) on Grande 
Terre. The total population is about 
270,000. 

Sugar and its by-products domin- 
ate the export trade, but cacao, bay. 



and other tromeal plants and fruits 
are grown :n quantities. 

St. Pierre and MiquHon. two ad- 
jacent islets off the south coast of 
Newfoundland, were settled by the 
French in about IMP, passed back 
ami forth between the French and the 
British for a century and a half, and 
were finally restored to the French 
in 1814, with the stipulation that 
they were not to be fortified.

Applications from individuals wish- 
ing to take evacuated children into 
their homes are being turned over to 
a sub-committee on child care, head- 
ed by Ralph S. Harrow, executive 
secretary of the Church Home So- 
ciety, Boston. 

Present information is that lack of 
ships is holding up the evacuation 
of large numbers of children from 
Great Britain for the time being, at 
least, although original plans call for 
evacuation of 30,000 youngsters by 
Aug. 31. Half of this* number, it is 
said, probably will be sent to Canada 
in the event that transportation from 
the war-zone is provided by the Brit- 
ish government. 

In case, however, that arrival of a 
large group of evacuated children 
-hould create a temporary housing 
problem, a committee headed by 
Cheney C. Jones, superintendent of 
the N.-w England Home for Little 
Wanderers, Roxbury, is listing schools 
an.l other places where the young- 
sters may be eared for until placed 
in approved homes throughout New 
England.

>ut next week will not in- 
clude the usual description of tho 
property which the Board of Asses- 
sors has used as a basis for determin- 
ing the tax on the owner of record 
as of Jan. 1. 

Absence of such description is duo 
to an official ruling of Henry F. 
Long. Commissioner of Corporations 
and Taxation for the Commonwealth 
made, in the words of the Commis- 
sioner, "in line with good practice 
a n d the uniformity established 
throughout the Commonwealth." Win- 
chester, until this year, has been one 
of a few communities which have in- 
cluded property descriptions on their 
tax hills. Under the Tax Commis- 
sioner's ruling none will do so in the 
future. 

In explaining his ruling Commis- 
sioner Long states that the tax laws 
expect property owners to furnish 
the Assessors with a list of their 
taxable property for assessments, be- 
cause legally Assessors have no right 
to visit buildings and especially to 
view the inside of buildings without 
the consent of the owner. 

Owners who file returns of their 
property with the Assessors have no 
need of descriptions on their tax bills, 
for the statute prohibits the Asses- 
sors from taxing property other than 
that which is filed with them, except 
where they may call in the taxpayer 
for discussion. 

Owners who do not tile returns, ac- 
cording to Mr. Long, have "no moral 
right to compel the community to go 
to the expense which is occasioned by 
furnishing this description through 
to the collector and on to the bills 
when they have not performed their 
full duty under the tax laws." 

Commissioner Long further be- 
lieves that Assessors' offices already 
have too much work to do without 
taking <>n further unnecessary du- 
ties. He estimates that not more 
than two per cent of the tax payer- 
of Winchester care about descrip- 
tions on their bills, so that furnishing 
them for the remaining !)K per cent 
involves unwarranted effort ami 
needless expense. 

Taxpayers can at any time get full 
descriptions of their property used as 
a tax basis from the Assessors, who. 
however, also have the right, where 
inquiry is made, to avail themselves 
of the opportunity to get full and 
complete description of the property 
from the persons applying for the de- 
scription as used by the Assessors. 

According to Commissioner Long 
the collector of taxes has but one du- 
ty, to collect the amount against the 
name of the persons who are subjert 
to tax as shown by the commitment 
sheet from the Assessors to the col- 
lector. He should not be asked about 
descriptions, is required to irive no 
information and should not answer 
any questions relating to the de- 
scription of property or the valuation 
placed upon it. 

In Commissioner Long's own words 
"That i description and valuation) is 
solely an Assessors' function and the 
taxpayer will be immeasurably better 
off if his contacts in respect to de- 
scriptions of property valuations and 
the tax determined are confined ex- 
clusively to the Assessors and him- 
self. Necessity demands for the ben- 
efit of the taxpayer, for saving of ex- 
pense to the community, for accuracy 
and promptness, that the work of 
the Assessors and collector in con- 
tact with the taxpayer bo skeleton- 
ized to the point where the commu- 
nity will be spending no money un- 
wisely or unfruitfully and that those 
in the community who are desirous 
of having more intimate knowledge 
of the manner of assessment and the 
manner of collection he charged on 
their own time and under their own 
initiative to obtain the information 
by direct contact with the Assessors 
or any other officials who are in pos- 
session of the facts upon which, tho 
levies are made."

The Star believes emphatically that 
the local authorities should consider 
carefully some remedial action to 
permit the Fire Department to get 
its apparatus out of the Central Fire 
Station when the railroad crossing in 
the center is blocked and traffic has 
come to a -standstill on Mt. Vernon 
street. Sunday cveninir the crossing 
was blocked for 16 mi9Ut£S. Before 
it was cleared two full lanes of auto- 
mobile traffic extended along Mt. 
Vernon street in front of the Fire- 
Station from Main street to Wash- 
ington street. No apparatus could 
have left the station, no matter how 
urir<-rit the call. No alternative route 
which would not necessitate crossing 
the tracks could be taken to a fire on 
the west side fir in the north end. nor 
as a matter of fact, could anything 
get out of the station to go anywhere, 
for considerably longer than the 10 
minutes the crossing chanced to be 
blm ked. That is a bad situation. No 
one knows when the Fire Department 
will be needed and needed badly. No 
one knows %vh«n the crossing in the 
center may be blocked,, either by nec- 
essary train movements or an acci- 
dent. The idea of a Fire Department 
waiting in its quarters for more than 
16 minutes to answer an alarm be- 
cause the press of tied up automo- 
biles will not permit its apparatus to 
tret out would he funny if it were not 
so tragic in import.

What has Soviet Russia "rained by 
the military occupation of the three 
Baltic nations northeast of Germany 
and southwest of the vital Soviet 
port of Leningrad? 

In size, Estonia, I^atvia and Lithu- 
ania have a combined area of little 
more than 60,000 square miles, or 
considerably less than one per cent 
of the extent of the Russian land 
Colossus, says a special bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society, In 
terms of population added to Soviet 
domination, the P'sths, Letts and 
Liths amount to less than six mil- 
lion people, ajrain only between three 
and four per cent of the vast num- 
bers of Russian citizens. 

Long, Stateiric Coastline 

With a generally flat terrain, the 
Baltic trio (occupying part of 
"Great European Plain") offer 
or no natural barriers for defense. 
In past centuries powerful neighbors, 
including the Germans, Poles. Swedes 
and Russians, have easily made of this 
region a frequent and bloody battle- 
ground. 

On the other hand, extremely stra- 
tegic is the approximately 2000-mile 
coastline of Lithuania. Latvia and 
Estonia, which in Soviet hands gives 
the Russians control of the northeast 
Baltic from Germany's East Prussia

to Finland. Between Finland and Es- 
tonia, the narrow Gulf of Finland, 
with Russian bas.es now on both sides, 
is the only sea approach to Lenin- 
grad. 

The push to the sea has also 
brought the Russians to positions 
within 200 miles of the southeast 
| shores of Sweden as far north as the 
i Gulf of Bothnia. In Latvia, they art- 
less than 100 miles from the big 
[ Swedish island of Gotland, lying near 
I the center of the Baltic Sea. 

Russian troops, following the mili- 
tary occupation of Lithuania, may 
now patrol a land fronties with Ger- 
1 many extending 1400 miles, from a 
j point north of East Prussia on the 
Baltic, to the Carpathian Mountains 
of expanded Hungary in the heart of 
Europe. 

Estonia. Latvia and Lithuania were 
all parts of the Russian Empire bc- 
I fore the World War and the Russian 
Revolution. With few natural re- 
' sources, they were chiefly valuable as 
• grain producers and as sea outlets 
for Russian trade. The local economy 
| of the region was then largely in the 
' hands of the German barons descend- 
! ants of an earlier Teutonic control. 
Together with the big Russian land- 
owners, they held some <>0 per cent 



of the Baltic states' farm land. The 
establishment of independence of the 
three smaller nations, after terrific 
struggles, brought alxnit the break- 
up of the large estates into small 

peasant farms. 

A final chapter in the story of the 
once powerful Gorman colonization 
in the Baltic was written in the au- 
tumn of 1939, following the outbreak 
of the present European war. when 
German authorities ordered seventy 
or eighty thousand Germans living in 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania to 
leave their homes and business and 
move to Germany.

WINCHESTER MAN NAMED 
MAINE DEFENSE 
SUPERVISOR 



Ohauncey S. Robinson, assistant 
chief engineer of the Boston & Maine 
and Maine Central Railroads, was on 
Monday named by the State Military 
Defense Commission to supervise a 
contemplated construction program 
i to expand Maine armory, airport, 
! gunnery range and other military 
training facilities. 

Mr. Robinson will represent the 
: State, which has $2,000.(100 in bond 
, authorizations to finance the program 
in which federal and local governmen- 
, tal units also will participate. A vet- 
! eran of .'51 years in railroad engineer- 
I intr, he will function as contact man 
between the various participating 
agencies. 

The commission named State Rep- 
resentative Norman E. Whitney of 
; Bangor, custodian of the Bangor State 
' Armory, tilling a vacancy caused by 
the death last week of Briir. (ien. 
Herbert Bowen. Whitney commands 
the second battalion of the 162nd 
Field Artillery of the Maine National 
Guard.. 

Gov. Levis <). Barrows. Adj. Gen. 
James W, Hanson, George Otis Smith 
of Skowhegan and Mr. Robinson will 
confer Wednesday with War Depart- 
ment authorities in Washington be- 
fore proceeding with Maine's pro- 
gram for military expansion. General 
Hanson already is in Washington 
with the Legislative Council of the 
National Guard Association of Amer- 
ica. 

Spokesmen for the commission said 
General Hanson would arrange for 
conferences between War Department 
officials and members of the Maine 
group so that the defense program 
in Maine would tit into the national 
defense picture. The addition of fed- 
eral and liKal funds' to the State's 
$2,000,000. informed sources pointed 
out, would indicate a possible total 
program cost in excess of 15,000,000. 
The airport and armory programs, 
utilizing relief, special defense and 
National Guard funds from federal 
sources, would represent the major 
portion of the expenditures. 

Probability that Maine's National 
Guard would establish eligibility for 
an aviation unit through the program 
also was seen in official quarters. 

Mr. Robinson, now a resident of 
Chester, was born in Portland, gradu- 
ated from Portland High School and 
trained as an engineer at the Uni- 
versity of Maine. On July I, 1909 he 
entered the employ of the Maine Cen- 
tral Railroad, advancing steadily to 
his present post, to which he was ap- 
pointed three years ag-o. He resided at 
180 Bolton street, Portland, until 1937. 
when his duties required his removal 
to Massachusetts. He has a summer 
home at Kezar Fails. Me. 

Mr. Robinson will make his head- 
ouarters in Augusta, Me., and has ' 
taken a leave of absence from the i 
Boston & Maine and the Maine Cen- 
tral Railroads until he completes this 
new work. He will retain his residence 
in Winchester and his family will live 
here this winter.

Mr. Marston says it was a lot of 
I fun and a lot of work building the 
cabin, but his enthusiasm and pride 
i in the structure is justifiable. The 
: cabin is a thing of beauty on the 
I scarred mountain slope that, received 
, the full brunt of the devastating 1938 
■ hurricane. From the mess of tangled 
trees Mr. Marston conceived the idea 
• of his mountain lodge. 
! In 1030 he made his dream become 
a deed and with Mr. Sherman began 
•lie construction of the cabin. On 
.Sept. 21, 1K30, the first anniversary 
i of the hurricane, some of the trees 
| which were blown down by the big 
wind were piled in neat formation 
the design of Hurricane Cabin. 
Mr. Marston is a chemical importer 
j The war carries with it many head- 
aches Cor men Ike Mr. Marston whi 
run their business on foreign tradt 
relations. However, even the worries 
that grow in the minds of Atnerit 
men from the terrible European 
diet have no place in the peace 
quiet of the Pinnacle mountain lodge 
where nothing but beautv and com- 
I plete happiness is enjoyed. 
; On a clear day. high above his 
home, the former Frank Cummings 
place, Mr. Marston can see Boston 
skyscrapers from the cabin porch. 
.With glasses trained on the south- 
ern countryside one can count the 
windows in the Milford High School 
building, watch the cars crawling 
bhrough Mont Vernon village, see the 
homes in Nashua and the outline of 
! Boston's tall buildings, against the 
atatawt horizon, and the American 
flag directly below the cabin which 
always flies from the tall flag pole 
in the yard of the Marston home.

I A steep neatly cut path through 
the woods leads from Mountain View, 
the mountain farm which Mr. Mar- 
ston transformed into a delijrhtful 

i year 'round home, to Hurricane Cabin. 
Mr. Marston came to Lyndeboro on 
a hunting expedition in 1033 and 
spent several weeks at the old Had- 
ley house on Lyndeboro mountain. He 
was so impressed with the beautiful 
country that he decided to become a 
resident of the resrion which abounds 
in blooming bluel*ri-y bushes, tall 
nines and rollintr mountain fields. He 
purchased Che former Frank Cum- 
mings farm.

"Captain Jinks of the Horse 
Marines." dry goods, groceries and 
coal were among the items adver- 
tised. 

The paper, set by hand, largely in 
six point type with ornate display 
type in some of the headings, was 
found by Mr. Maguire in some of the 
old furniture which he took in at his 
second hand furniture shop. There 
were little jokes and homely bits of

By leaving all French ports in hos- 
tile hands, the armistice between 
France and Germany, according 1 to 
preliminary reports, made easier Ger- 
many's battle for Great Britain. The 
majority of French seaports stand 
menancingly close to England, points 
out a bulletin from the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Of the 24 leading 
ports. 12 are ranged along the Eng- 
lish Channel. Nine others are situated 
along France's Atlantic Coast. Only 
three are on the Mediterranean, al- 
though one of them, Marseille, has be- 
come the greatest in France by vir- 
tue of its traffic with African and 
eastern colonies'. 

German Reparations Improved 
French Ports 
Ironically enough, many of the mod- 
ern facilities which enable these ports 
to handle extensive international traf- 
fic were built and paid for by Ger- 
many. German reparations! from the 
last war supplied, for example, 
floating cranes to Dunkerque. a 
dredger to N'antes. floating docks to 
Bordeaux and Le Havre. Special 
French efforts in recent years to 
handle imports of oil have supplied 
strategic ports with pipelines, stor- 
age tanks, and even with refineries, 
the latter in such convenient spots as 
Dunkerque, Rouen, and Le Havre. 

The preponderance of ports on the 
channel coast reflects France's close 
communications with Great Britain, 
her best foreign customer and sec- 
ond-best source of supply outside of 
the colonies. Dunkerque, Calais and 
Boulogne are clustered on the bulge 
of French coast that is little more 
than 20 miles from England. In ad- 
] dition to these chief ferry ports, with 
shuttle service to British points, the 
channel ports of France include those 
leading terminals for transatlantic 
shipping. Le Havre and Cherbourg, 
one of which has been the threshold 
to France for most American visit- 
ors. The river ports of Caen and 
Rouen (the port of Paris i are also 
terminals for Channel and Atlantic 
-hipping. Between the more promin- 
ent shipping points lie rows of smaller 
ports, including Dieppe. Fecamp. St. 
Brieuc, St. Malo. and others, with fa- 
cilities for handling international as 
well as coastwise traffic. Even smaller 
| ports are equipped for fishing or re- 
j sort industries. 

The less numerous ports on France's 
■ westward-facing Atlantic coast in- 
j elude Bordeaux on the Garonne River, j 
N'antes and St. Nazaire on the Loire. I 
and La Rochelle. From the St. Naz- | 
aire shipyards, the Normandie was 
launched. Although they have little 
j commercial shipping, their naval 

function gives importance to Brest, j 
j Ixirient. Rochefort, and Toulon.

With the RdVetlt of the vacation 
sea«on and the consequent drop in the 
size of the weekly docket for meet- 
ings of the Board of Selectmen the 
town fathers might well give some at- 
tention to the traffic lights in the 
center, particularly with regard to 
inequality of timing. Something 
should be done to stop south bound 
traffic going through the center on 
Mam street so that east and west 
bound cars may at least have all of 
the short time allotted them in their 
effort to net across the tracks on a 
green light. As things are now, if 
your car is no nearer Main street 
than Winchester place you cannot gei 
across the tracks on one green light, 
which is aggravating when you have 
been sitting in any hot sun there hap- 
pens to have been this moist summer 
watching the endless stream of traf- 
fic Medford and Wobum bound. The 
east and west bound lights are very 
fast, but part of the trouble is un- 
doubtedly the fact that south bound 
cars on Main street keep coming af- 
ter the green light changes to amber. 
Sunday evening, watching at Hevey's 
corner, we saw as many as seven 
cars continue across the square after 
the north-bound line had come to a 
full stop at the corner of Main and 
Mt. Vernon streets. Naturally cars 
crossing the tracks from Mt. Vernon 
Street to Church street cannot go un- 
til these cars get by, and this delay 
further reduces the short time given 
them by the lights at best. Just 
what the solution is we are not pro- 
pared to say. Perhaps timing the 
lights so that those controlling south- 
bound traffic change a bit more 
quickly than those for cars heading 
north would do the trick. At all 
events the cars going from east to 
west ought to have all of the short 
time given them by the lights, and 
in the Star's opinion, a little more. 
Another driving stunt that ought to 
b" considered is cutting around the 
gate-tenders' shanty to go north, 
south, east or west when any par*'.- 
CUlar lane happens to be stopped by 
a red light. Then there are the driv- 
ers who whiz around McCormack's 
corner to the danger of pedestrians 
trying to get across Church Street 
alive cither from the pharmacy or 
the Common. There are probably 
other traffic troubles that the lights 
have caused, either directly or indi- 
rectly, but these will do for a starter!

How big is the French colonial em- 1 
[lire, and where is it 7 A special war ; 
bulletin from the National Geogra- 
phic Society summarizes the far-Hung i 
territories which will tigure in the 
peace terms imposed upon France. 

France's foreign domain is second 
only to that of Great Britain, says , 
the bulletin. Like the British Empire, j 
although little more than one-third 
the area of that colossus. French 
colonies and dependencies are scat- ! 
tered about the world's continents 
and most of its seas. 

Empire 20 Times the Homeland's 
Siza 

France itself occupies an area of 
more than 200. OHO square miles; j 
abroad the Tricolor flies over an em- 
pire more than 20 times the size of 
the mother country, including almost 
65,000,000 people of many races, 
creeds, and cultures. The administra- 
tion of the colonies has been directed j 
by the Ministry of Colonies. 

To France — short of many raw , 
materials at home — her overseas pos- 
sessions have presented a tremendous 
reservoir of economic wealth, much 
of it still untapped, as well as mar- 
kets in which to sell French factory- 
made goods. 

The roll call of French possessions 
and dependencies around the globe 
reads like the index to a gazetteer. 
In north, central, and west Africa I 
are Algeria. Morocco, and Tunisia 
(sources of wine, minerals, animal 
products, grains and other fa: ni 
goods), French Equatorial Africa. 
Senegul, French Guinea, the Ivory 
Coast, Dahomey, French Sudan. Mau- 
ritania. Niger, and Dakar (produc- 
ing timber and wood products, oils 
and oil seeds, ivory, gold and other 
metals, fruits, ground-nuts, cocoa, 
coffee, gum and cotton*. French Som- 
aliland is a small patch of land on 
the east coast of Africa which holds 
Djil>outi the best port for Italy's 
Ethiopian hinterland. 

In northern South America is rich, 
sultry and undeveloped French Gui- 
ana. Such oriental tongue twisters as 
Pondichery, Karikal, Chandernagor, 
and Yanaon are French specks on the 
map of India, French Indo-China, 
made up of Cochin-China, Annam, 
Cambodia, Tonking, and Laos, plus 
Kwangchowan, leased from China, are 
other Asiatic possessions. Indo-China, 
with its teeming population, has es- 
pecially rich and varied raw materi- 
al resources, and exports free, rubber, 
fish, coal, cattle and hides, corn, pep- 
per, zinc, and tin ore. 

To all these far-flung continental 
regions must also be added a French 
island empire that dots open water 
from Corsica in the Mediterranean 
and New Caledonia, the Loyalty Is- 
lands, the New Hebrides, I shared 
with Great Britain), the Marquesas, 
Touamotou, Society, and Toubouai In- 
lands in the South Pacific, to St. 
Pierre and Miquelon in the North At- 
lantic and sugar-producing Martin- 
ique. Guadeloupe, and a few smaller 
island in the Caribbean. 
Madagascar Fourth larne-t Island 

Madagascar, off the coast of south- 
east Africa, is something more than 
an ocean "dot" of French territory. 
Bigger than France itself, and the 
world's fourth lanrest island, it covers 
an area of some 240,000 square miles, 
with more than three million inhab- 
itants. Madagascar exports coffee, 
hides, canned meats, vanilla, sugar, 
spice-, vegetable fibers, and minerals. 
Within a few hundred miles of Mad- 
agascar are Reunion and a few other j 
scattered French islands.

The reaffirmed determination of 
Eire (formerly the Irish Free State) 
to accept no troops from England in 
protecting itself against possible 
German invasion, again focusses at- 
tention on the small but turbulent 
island off the west coast of G'reat 
Britain. 

Eire is a sovereign, independent 
country, although associated with the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, 
says a special bulletin from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. It occu- 
pies the southern four-fifths of the 
Irish island. The other fifth. North- 
ern Ireland, is still united with Great 
Britain, its local parliament subor- 
dinate, in such matters as foreign 
policy, to that of the Empire, 
• Two Irelands" in Sharp Contrast 

Many sharp differences distinguish 
predominantly Catholic Eire from 
predominantly Protestant Northern 
Ireland, with its strong English and 
Scottish elements. Geographically, 
however, the two sections have much 
in common. Largely plain, surround- 
ed by an irregular rim of mountains 
whose rounded summits are more like 
hills, they offer few natural barrier* 
to invasion. At Dublin, Eire's capital 
and leading port, directly across the 
Irish Sea from Liverpool, the central 
Irish plain pushes all the way to the 
coast. 

The "two Irelands" also represent 
sharp contrasts in defense problems. 
With some 3,000,000 people, Eire's 
military strength as estimated be- 
fore the present crisis, was less than 
40,000 men. This force is a volunteer 
one, since Eire's population is not 
subject to conscription as is that of 
Northern Ireland. 

The two important air bases of Ire- 
land ate both in Eire; one is located 
near Dublin, the other at Foynes, or, 
the River Shannon. The latter is re- 
ported to have cost more than three 
million dollars. 

The chief centers of population 
and commerce, both in Eire and 
Northern Ireland, are along the east 
coast, facing Great Britain. Indus- 
trial Belfast, capital of Northern Ire- 
land, holding more than 400,000 peo- 
ple, is only about 40 miles from Scot- 
land, across the Northern Channel.

Horses 



and Pigs Burned in Three- 
Alarm Hla/e 



A three alarm fire, the first in 
W inchester for some time, destroyed 
the big barn on the farm of John H. 
Irwin at 39 Ridge street, yesterday 



ifternoon, burning two 



horses and 



nine or ten pigs to death as well as 
ruining some 25 tons of hay which had 
been stored in the structure. The 
damage was estimated at from $0000 
to $8000, at least partially covered by 
in«u ranee. 

What caused the fire is not known. 
The Irwins were busy in the wash 
house at the rear of the barn in the 
early afternoon when a young boy 
ran in excitedly and informed them 
that the barn was afire. Mr. Irwin 
-tut in a telephone alarm which was 
received at the Central Station :'t 
2:02, and apparatus was on its way 
through the center before the first 
stroke of Box 144 sounded. 

Three minutes after the first alarm 
Box 144 was pulled from the street 
at Dunster lane, the first alarm hav- 
ing been sounded at the station. At 
2:15 Fire Chief David H. DeCourcy 
sent in a call for Engine 1, the box 
again being put on at Headquarters. 
Arlington sent in its Ladder 2 and 
Engine 2, and four big lines of hose 
were laid, three by the local firemen 
and one by the Arlington crews. 

When the first of the local appa- 
ratus came in sight of the fire the 
men knew that the barn was doomed. 
The tire had gotten too great a head- 
way to be controlled, and the men 
were chiefly concerned with saving 
the nearby wash house -and the farm 
dwelling. Veteran firemen expressed 
the opinion that only a favoring wind 
prevented both of the last named 
structures from burning. As it was 
a peak of the wash house went on 
tin? but was put out without much 
damage. 

Every effort was made to save the 
animals in the barn, but without 
avail. The Irwins succeeded in get- 
ting two horses out, but two more tine 
horses were burned to death with a 
number of pigs in the basement of 
the building. The heat from the 
burning hay anil building was very 
intense and added to the warmth of 
the afternoon made the lot of the fire- 
men an unenviable one. 

By r > o'clock in the afternoon little 
was standing of the barn save a few 
charred timbers. The structure was 
well built and did not fall in during 
the tire. Fireman Walter Skerry had 
a narrow escape from serious injury 
or worse when a falling beam crashed 
by him as he sheltered himself under 
some sound timbers in the barn. Fire- 
man Skerry sustained a badly 
wrenched knee while hauling hose 
over the rocky ground near the barn 
and Lieut. Edward Noonan injured 
his instep, ( all Captain George Os- 
borne was knocked into a ditch full 
of water while working one of the 
lines. 

It was after S o'clock when the last 
of the apparatus returned from the 
fire and an hour later when Chief De- 
courcy, and the last of the men got 
back. The men returning to quar- 
ters were black with soot and grime, 
soaked with sweat and generally 
showeil the effects with their six hour 
battle with the flames. 

The hay with which the barn was 
filled continued to burn after the 
building was razed and had to be 
forked over by the firemen, who la- 
bored with this heavy work long al- 
ter their fire-fighting was ended. 

As usual motorists hampered the 
work of the firemen considerably and 
Engine 1 literally had to cut its way 
through Worked traffic to the fire. 
Police Chief William H. Rogers was 
on hand to direct the traffic work of 
his officers and most of the cars park- 
ed on both sides of the street near 
the fire were tagged, including the 
machines of call men. who had to 
leave their cars at considerable dis- 
tances from the tire oecause of the 
press of traffic. 

At 4:'>7 while most of the appara- 
tus was at High street Box ">4 came 
in for a brisk brush tire on Cemetery 
land. Engine 1 responding from head- 
quarters with Engine 2 and Ladder 
1 from Ridge street and Arlington 
Engine 4.

Brookfield, N. H-. July 22 (Special 
to the Star) — Ewen and Fergus 
Cameron, grandsons of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles A. Burnham of 33 Everett 
avenue, have arrived recently in an 
eastern Canadian port, to stay in the 
United States for the duration of the 
war. The boys, aged 12 and 11 years, 
respectively, were among many other 
child refugees from threatened Eng- 
land on their evacuation ship, whose 
name, port, and date of arrival are 
being withheld in co-operation with 
the Canadian Defense regulations. 

In spite of this protective secrecy 
which surrounds all crossings in war- 
time, Ewen and Fergus have an excit- 
ing tale to tell of the trip which they 
were lucky to take, only just engag- 
ing the last available berths on the 
boat. The young travelers were in- 
structed to wear their lifebelts dur- 
ing waking hours, and to keep them 
near at hand during the night, 
throughout the unusually long voy- 
age; and not entirely without reason: 
for the vessel was attacked in mid- 
ocean by a prowling German submar- 
ine, which was finally driven off, af- 
ter loosing one torpedo, that missed 
its mark by only a few precious 
yards. The boys were startled in 
the night by depth bombs tired by a 
destroyer in their convoy, trying to 
destroy the enemy craft. 

Compared with this experience, four 
icebergs and occasional heavy weath- 
er which marked the voyage seemed 
quite insignificant. 

The lads were met in Canada by 
their grandfather, Charles Burnham. 
and uncle, David Burnham, who 
spent a hectic week in the hot city, 
expecting the elusive steamship to 
arrive at any hour. But the courtesy 
id' Canadian friends and officials made 
the job as pleasant as possible.

Ted Bishop and J. J. Kay of Wood- 
land won the 17th annual invitation 
four-hall jrolf tournament at the 
Winchester Country Club, defeating 
Edward and Leo Martin of Trapelo 
in the final round of the champion- 
ship flight last Sunday, 2 and 1.

Americanism :s uppermost in the 
mind.s of most citizens today because 
of the appn-hen-ion arising from the 
European war and the natural inter- 
est caused by the coming election. It 
is wise as well as helpful at such 
a time to read, or at least thumb 
through some of the carefully pre- 
pared books recently published in and 
Concerning America. 

On the display table at the Win- 
chester Public Library is a collec- 
tion <>f books dealing with the 
"American Spirit." Among these 
books the reader will find 

"Foreign Policy For America" by 
Charles A. Beard, an argument for a 
foreign policy which would make us 
strong in defense but would prevent 
us from becoming involved in Euro- 
pean affairs. 

"Isolated America" by Raymond 
Leslie Buell. a new book in which the 
author stresses the necessity for 
America to reconstruct former poli- 
cies, formulating practical economic 
and political programs applicable to 
the bewildering affairs of today. 

A Bacalaureate address on Ameri- 
canism was given by President Dan- 
iel L. Marsh of Boston University 
citing seven great American docu- 
ments including the Mayflower Com- 
pact, Declaration of Independence and 
the Constitution. This address was 
published under the title of "Th- 
American Canon." 

After two years of research, partly 
on the mobilizing experiences of the 
World War, Harold J. Tobin and 
Percy Bidw.dl offer the book "Mobil- 
izing Civilian America," on how the 
facilities of this country could be best 
controlled and used in time of war- 
fare. 

Donald Edward Keyhoe in his book 
"M-Day" outlines the Mobilization 
Day Plan which would be put into 
immediate operation should America 
declare war.

What American Democracy offers 
to all Americans in their diverse 
walks of life, from bootblack to 
banker, that no country under dicta- 
torship can offer its people, is pointed 
out by Joseph Gollomb in his book 
"What's Democracy to You?" 

With material on the Democratic 
and Republican parties; communism, 
anarchism, socialism; our foreign 
policy; co-operatives; on people and 
companies in our political economy, 
"The American Stakes" by John 
Chamberlain may be recommended to 
those interested in the past, present 
and future of our country. 

In his book "Politics of Democ- 
racy," Pendleton Herring traces the 
history of our American Parties, ex- 
plaining how and why the govern- 
ment of the parties works. 

Florence Ellinwood Allen, judge of 
a United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, gives some practical American- 
ism by interpreting our Constitution 
and its meaning to us today in her 
new book "This Constitution of 
Ours." 

Three very readable books on 

American History are "The Heritage 
of America" by Henry Steele Com- 
mager and Allan Nevins made up 
Of 260 readings in American History, 
from Leif Ertcson to Franklin Roose- 
velt, written almost entirely by men 
who witnessed the scenes about which 
they wrote; "A Diplomatic History 
of American People" by Thomas A.

On the sweeping chain of south At- 
lantic and Caribbean islands unevenly 
strung from the coast of Florida to 
the mainland of South America, an- 
xious attention is fixed, as the for- 
mer allies. Great Britain and France, 
are reported on the brink of possible 
military action in this stronghold of 
the Mo'nroe Doctrine. 

French vs. British colonies in the 
West Indies show up on the map 
merely as color contrasts splashed on 
cartographic blue, says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic Soci- 
ety. In terms of human geography, 
however, these interlocking islands 
and islets represent a far more sig- 
nificant variation in resources and 
population for the carrying on of the 
war in its new alignments. 

An "International Row- 
In the 2000-mile island curve, 
which starts from Britain's scattered 
Bahamas and ends near the Latin 
American republic of Venezuela, are 
found the three republics of Cuba, 
Haiti and Dominica, in addition to 
oossessions of the United States, 
Great Britain, France, the Nether- 
lands and Venezuela. The total land 
area of these big and little land 
spots is estimated at 99.000 square 
miles. Their population is somewhere 
between 10 and 13 million people. 

It is from the Lesser Antilles 
group, between American Puerto 
Rico and British Tnnidad near the 
southwestern end of the chain, that 
news headlines have lately come, re- 



porting a threatened British Block- 
ade of French Martinique, and the 
presence in the region of a portion 
Of the United States fleet. 

Of this group of about a dozfen 
fairly large islands and innumerable 
islets. Great Britain holds the major 
share. France's other important pos- 
session in the Lesser Antilles, Guade- 
loupe, is also set between British- 
held territories. 

Except strategically — Martinique 
contains one of the finest harbors in 
the West Indies — French possessions 
in this part of the world are of rela- 



tively small 
economy. 

Near-by British Trinidad, on the 
other hand, produces most of the oil 
found in the West Indies. At the out- 
break of the war there were 16 com- 
panies boring for oil on the island. 
Its modern refineries, tanks and lab- 
oratories are among the world's best. 
,In 1937 petroleum exports amounted 
I to more than 15 million barrels. Pro- 
, tecting this vital source of a war- 
j time need is reported to be one of the 
| first duties of the British fleet in the 
Caribbean.

Among name.* unfamiliar to Amer- 
icans, catapulted into the world news 
by fast moving development? in the 
Old World, is Bizerte. A special war 
bulletin from the National Geograph- 
ic Society describe* this powerful 
French naval and air base in Tunisia, 
on the north coast of Africa, on 
which, say Italian communiques, 
bombs have beer, dropped. 

Bizerte stands guard at the stra- 
tegic "waistline" of the Mediterran- 
ean, says the bulletin. Within 160 
miles, north and east, lie the two foi- 
tified Italian islands of Sardinia and 
Sicily, between which stretches an 
open route to Rome, less than an 
hour and a half from the North Af- 
rican port as the bomber counts time. 
If Italian reports of the mining of the 
seas at this, the narrowest point ot 
the Mediterranean are accurate, the 
air lane is the only one now open .n 
this area.

HEAVY STORM TUESDAY 



One of the worst electrical storms 
Winchester has had in several years 
broke late Tuesday afternoon be- 
tween quarter and half past five, 
having been heralded for some time 
by heavy clouds and a sultry oppres- 
siveness in the air. 

The murkiness increased until 
everything was enveloped in a deep 
twilight, two or three small showers 
preceeding the actual downpour. Hain 
fell in torrents, roads about the cen- 
ter and elsewhere in town being vir- 
tual river*. Cars travelling along the 
Parkway threw out waves of water 
as they plowed through a small pond 
at the end of Manchester road. 
Stones were washed from a ledge on- 
to Cambridge street at Pond street, 
and Ridge street near Gustins was 
choked with surface waste washed 
oat by the rain. 

Commuters coming out on the late 
afternoon trains were drenched to 
the skin by the driving rain as they 
•kurried through the center trying to 
reach shelter from the storm. Um- 
brellas were of little use in the high 
wind and many accepted the inevit- 
able and merely plodded through the 
downpour, water running from their 
sodden garments. 

The lightning was especially in- 
tense and flashed in all directions, 
being followed almost immediately 
by heavy crashes of thunder. A bolt 
felled a big tree across Highland 
avenue at Fells road. 

Members of the Fire Department 
hail several runs to make in the ' 
pouring rain and crackling lightning, 
the men being drenched even before 
they were out of sight of the sta- 
tion. I 

At 5:31 lightning struck the wires, 
causing a heavy flash at the home of 
Dr. F. Milne Blanehard, It Dix street. 
Box '21 was put on for this alarm, 
but there was no ft re, One minute 
afterwards box 31 came in when 
lightning struck the wires at the 
home of Mr. Arthur Keehn, 23 Han- 
cock street, causing flashes from 
base plugs. 

Lightning tore a hole in the roof of 
the home of Mr. Dominick Luongo at 
6 Florence street, a still alarm send- 
ing apparatus there. Considerable 
damage was done the roof. This 1 
alarm was at 5:45 and at 6f02 an 
operator at the telephone exchange re- 
ported that lightning had struck the 
wires and caused a fire at the home 
of Mr. Edward W. Ball, 7 Marshall 
road. Once again the damage was 
sligh:. li 

Pox 42 came in shortly after this 
for a fire caused by lightning strik- 
ing a motor in a shed at the BeggS 
& Cold) tannery near the Boston & 
Maine tracks, little damage being 
done aside from shorting the motor. 
At 8:19 lightning tore a hole in the 
roof of the home of Mr. Pasqjuale 
Tofuri. 42 Holland street, blowing 
out all the fuses on the house cir- 
cuit. 

It was later discovered that the 
house at 5 Ravenscrofl road occu- 1 
pied by Mr. Wallace Blanehard was 
struck by lightning, the family being 
away. Lightning also struck and de- 
molished the top of the chimney at 
the home of Mr. Ha'/.en H. Aver, 53 
Oxford street. Again at the home of 
Mr. Thomas A. Fisher, 275 Main 
street, lighting entered the bathroom 
of the hi>use and did considerable 
damage, 

Wires were reported down on 
Highland avenue near Fells road and 
the traffic lights in the center were 
out of commission shortly after 6:30. 
House lights were out in the neigh- 
borhood of Crescent road. Mason, Main 
streets, and street lights were out 
on the east side, plains section, cen- 
ter and lower Main street. Wires 
were discovered burning on Brook 
s=ide avenue and Main and Salem 
streets, and a short circuit was dis- 
covered in a street light at the top 
of Mill Hill on up]>er Main street.

Daniel Kelley, surviving member of 
the old line Winchester firm of Kelley 
& Hawes, undertakers, furniture mov- 
ers and expressing, died Saturday 
night, July 27, at his home, 4 Dix 
street, after a courageous tight with 
ill health that extended over several 
years. For 40 years president of his 
firm, since its inception, he gave his 
personal attention to the business, de- 
spite partial loss of sight and increas- 
ing bodily discomfort until May 4 of 
this year when his physicians ordered 
him to the hospital, from which he 
returned to his home during the first 
of June. For a time his condition 
showed some improvement but latter- 
ly became more and more serious, 
having been critical for about a week 
before his death. 

Mr. Kelley was born March 4, 1802, 
in North Woburn. the son of Daniel 
and Sarah Kelley. He received his 
early education in the great school of 
experience and hard knocks, coming 
to Winchester a penniless bov of Hi 
in 1878. 

His first job was with the firm of 
A. Winn cV: Son, then in the livery 
and transportation business on Park 
street. With a two horse bus. from 
Winchester to Woburn the only 
public conveyance running into or 
out of town, it was necessary 
to hire a team to get to any of the 
surrounding communities, and as a 
consequence, Mr. Kelley literally 
worked 21 hours a day, living at the 
Winn stable and being always on call. 
Five dnctor8 boarded their horses at 
the stable and Mr. Kelley often said 
in later years that few babies were 
born in town in those days to whose 
assistance he did not drive one of the 
physicians, 

In 1890 Mr. Kelley acquired A. 
Winn's interest in the lirm. and three 
years later took over the ownership 
of the entire concern. In 1890 he 

studied embalming, adding undertak- 
ing to the firm's activities, and tie 
was always proud of the fact that at 
this same tune he hail printed the 
first small card-size local railroad 
time-table such as those with which 
everyone is familiar today. 

With the late D. W. Hawes. in 1900, 
Mr. Kelley formed the lirm of Kel- 
ley * Hawes. maintaining a livery 
stable and affording undertaking and 
express service as well as furniture 
moving, Mr. Kelley became president 
of the firm and continued in that ca- 
pacity through his lifetime. The lirm 
prospered and has always been con- 
sidered one of Winchester's leading 
business houses, keeping abreast of 
the times by motorizing and adding 
the latest in equipment, as well as 
providing such facilities as a fireproof 
storage warehouse and modern fu- 
neral home. Many of the town's able 
male population have worked for the 
firm through the years. 

Upon the death of Mr. Hawes, Feb. 
20. 1934, Mr. Kelley became full own- 
er of the business, continuing to di- 
rect its various departments until 
l!t.'i7 when lie relinquished the man- 
agement of the undertaking to the 
Eastman Funeral Service of Boston, 
retaining, however, an active interest 
in the business which he maintained 
until his death. 

Mr. Kelley was widely known '.n 
Masonic circles. He was a member 
of William Parkman Lodge of this 
town, of Winchester Royal Arch 
Chapter, was a life member of Wo- 
burn Royal Arch Chapter, a member 
of Hugh de» Payens Commandery, 
Knights Templar, of Melrose; and of 
Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine. 
Greatly interested in the work of the 
Commandery, for more than 40 years 
he did not miss an inspection. He was 
also a member of Watertield Lodge of 
Oiid Fellows, a charter member of 
Winchester Rotary and held member- 
ship in the old Calumet Club and 
Winchester Chamber of Commerce. 
He was for 50 years a member of 
First Congregational church serving 
for eight years as deacon. 

Few people in Winchester have 
been better or more widely known 
than Mr. Kelley. His friends and ac- 
quaintances were drawn from people 
of all walks in life and his manner 
was the same toward all. rich and 
poor, high and low. The long hours 
and many years he spent at his bus- 
mess duties made him a familiar 
fiirure about the center and a host of 
friends, including those who had oc- 
casion to know his many private char- 
ities, learned of his passing with 
genuine regret. 

Mr. Kelley was twice married. His 
first wife, the former Martha A. Rus- 
sell, whom he married here Sept. 17. 
1890. died Dec. 31, 1922. On June 15. 
1928, he married Isabel Locke An- 
drews who survives him with a daugh- 
ter. Mrs. F. Milne Blanehard of this 
town, ond a grandson, Daniel Blaneh- 
ard.

So outstanding was the great local 
pivot in his senior year that he was 
chosen by the Boston Globe as center 
and captain of its honorary all-schol- 
astic eleven, the only Winchester boy 
the Star can recall to win this honor 
in football. 

For three years Lentine was all-

The Board of Selectmen held a 
hearing 1 Monday evening upon the ap- 
plication of Rosari Marchesi for a 
permit to conduct a bowling alley at 
M Swanton street in a building to be 
erected there by his father, Salva- 
tore.

At Monday's hearing Mr. Marchesi 
was represented by Attorney Frank 
Hurley who has acted for him from 
the first. Those objecting to the al- 
leys, several of whom were at the 
hearing, were represented by Attor- 
ney Arthur Thad Smith. Jr.. who al- 
so has been retained from the begin- 
ning. 

The Board took the matter under 
advisement and will render a deci- 
sion on Monday.

Apparently we have missed our an- 
nual trip to Nantucket. Not that it 
matters greatly to our friends, but 
the break in the yearly summer routine 
carried out over a long period seems 
to leave a void which may not be 
filled by any substitute and is tome* 
thing to be regretted by ourselves and 
those who have enjoyed the outing 
with us.

60 deck hands and of the discontinu- 
ance of the steamer service. Being 
bv now thoroughly familiar with 
"labor trouble" we had little hope of 
finding the steamers running by Mon- 
day, but nevertheless we journeyed 
over to Woods Hole and looked the 
situation over. Beyond a sizable group 
of anxious people either waiting for 
friends or trying to reach the islands, 
there was little activity. Officious 
Coast Guards were present to keep or- 
der and cheek all incoming and out- 
going boats. We found the round trip 
of $10 a head, making an outlay of 
$50 for pur party, with no guaranty 
pf the certainty of the return trip, a 
kittle too steep for our pocketbook. A 
trip to the airport revealed that while 
we eQuld, save much time, the sum 
total would amount to $H0 and the 
return was ho less uncertain. So ro- 
luctantly we gave it up. The reports 
from the natives were discouraging 
too. According to their version all 
small boats were stopped and checked 
for equipment, which to us seemed 
reasonable although entailing consid- 
erable time. The delicate matter of 
licenses, passenger and commerical, 
seemed open to argument, but prob- 
ably hewed t'o the letter of the law. 
The inconvenience to the thousands di- 
rectly or indirectly affected by the 
strike of the 60 men was untold. We 
read that labor machinery went 
promptly at work on the situation, 
and government, state and union of- 
ficials were tireless in their efforts to 
solve the problem so suddenly thrown 
in the laps of many people. We 
trust the 60 strikers will get the 
raise their clever strategy deserves. 
I oss iblv at a future date, after the 
pay raises anil holidays demanded 
have been granted, we may once j 
again visit Nantucket, but just at this j 
time the prospect seems remote.

SLIPS ON FACTS 



It seems strange how often men in 
high stations make statements which 
are so easily disproved, and at other 
times bake positions almost diametri- 
cally opposed to a policy they had 
previously espoused. 

The other day when President 
Roosevelt was told that ex-Senator 
Reed of Missouri, a Democrat, had 
come out for Willkie. he declared that 
Reed had forsaken the Democratic 
party in 1936 and 1932 and probably 
in 19'JS. 

Now in answer Reed produces a 
letter from Roosevelt written in 1932 
addressed, "My Dear Friend Jim."! 
thanking Reed for his aid in the 1982 
campaign. Reed further says he held 
an audience of 5000 at Jefferson City. 
Mo., until Roosevelt arrived and was 
introduced by the Senator. He also 
says he endorsed Al Smith at the con- 
vention in 1928 and campaigned fur 
him. If we are not mistaken he spoke 
for Smith in Boston. 

On another point the President re- 
cently justified his running mate Wal- 
lace in holding on to his position as 
Secretary of Agriculture by citing, as 
a precedent, that Hoover had not re- 
signed as Secretary of Commerce 
when he ran for the Presidency in 
IP - -'*. The fact is Hoover did resign 
shortly after his nomination. 

Again the President said Hoover as 
Secretary of Commerce had $40,000,- 
000 ot public money to spend and 
that Wallace a> Secretary of Agri- 
culture only has $200,000,000. The 
fact is Wallace has close to a billion 
of government money to spend 
through an army id' 1S0,000 in the 
employ i>f hi- department. 

The President will have to be more 
careful of his facts during the cam- 
paign, for Willkie is a sharp, able 
debater and ho will pounce upon any 
such openings in a moment. — [Edi- 
torial. Boston Sunday Post. July 28. 
1940. 

AS TO THIS AND THAT 



To the Editor of the Star: 

Believing it may prove of interest 
to your readers and to the town gen 
e rally we are writing you the ex- 
erience we have had trying to build 
a small addition on the roof of the 
shop we occupy on Winchester ter- 
race. We wanted to make a cloak 
room for the 14 girls we employ in 
our restaurant and ice cream shop and 
intended to do so by enlarging the 
top floor of the store, 4'i x8 feet, ex- 
tending the roof to cover that small 
area. The construction was to be 
metal fireproof exterior over wood 
uprights with metal laths and plas- 
ter. That is- the original construc- 
tion of the building. We didn't want 
to do anything different from what 
was (lone when the building was 
built. 

We applied for a permit to build 
about the middle of May. It was re- 
fused by the Ruilding Commissioner 
as against the building laws of the 
I town for construction in the business 
i district. When we pointed out to 
] him that the original construction of 
j the building was exactly like the en- 
| largement we wanted to make he 
I said that he had not granted a per- 
j mit for the original construction. 
I The matter had been taken by the 
owner to the Board of Appeal who 
had ordered the permit granted af- 
ter a review. 

Accordingly we, too, asked for a 
hearing before the Board of Appeal. 
On June 11 we had a hearing, three 
weeks after our petition, and 12 days 
after the hearing we got a letter 
refusing the appeal. The letter was 
dated June 14 and mailed June 25, 
one day after the expiration of the 
time provided for filing an appeal 
from the decision of the Board of 
Appeal. The reason given for re- 
fusing to grant the appeal was that 
it would be no hardship for us to 
comply with the letter of the build- 
ing law and would cost us little if any 
more to build the addition according 
to the construction provided for by 
law in building districts. 

Cost is not the dominant factor in 
our desire to build the small addi- 
tion to conform to the present con- 
struction of the building. The ad- 
dition will look much better if it is 
like the remainder of the structure, 
and it seemed to us an injustice to 
refuse us permission to do the very 
thing granted the owner of the build- 
ing on a much larger scale at the 
time the building was built. If, as 
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much greater is that same hazard in 
the whole roof of the entire building 
(not just our shop) which they sanc- 
tioned when they granted the permit 
for the original construction, con- 
trary to the law. 

It was interesting to us to find in 
the Board's review of Mr. Locatelli's 
original petition that its members had 
permitted him to use the construction 
denied us as against the law because 
they had felt that he might nut build 
the building unless they did so. 

Feeling dissatisfied with the Board 
of Appeal's decision, we went to the 
Board of Selectmen, and stated our 
ease. In the course of our conversa- 
tion we discovered that the original 
hearing granted us had not been a 
legal one because two of the three 
members of the Board of Appeal had 
been absent, and had been replaced 
by substitutes, chosen by the Board. 
Under the town by-laws when two ot 
more members of the Board of Ap- 
peal are absent the Selectmen must 
be notified so that they can choose 
the substitutes. A single absentee 
I can be replaced by the Board. 

In eonequence of this fact, and be- 
cause we still felt we were asking for 
nothing unreasonable, we again asked 
the Board of Appeal to review our 
case. If we wished to construct ille- 
gally in a way thai differed from the 
original construction of the building, 
we could feel no rancor at the Board's 
denying our petition, but when we 
simply want to do what has already 
been done on exactly the premises in 
which we wish to do it. we do feel 
aggrieved at being refused permis- 
sion. If the law could he set aside 
for Mr. Locatelli, why not for us - ' 
Surely the danger can not be greater 
in the second instance than in the first. 

Our second petition for a hearing 
was granted and the hearing held July 
IS. The Building Commissioner, who 
was present, offered no objections lo 
granting us the permit, but simplv re- 
peated that he personally could not 
do so because of the law. 

On July 27 we received another let- 
ter from the Board of Appeal, again 
refusing to grant our petition for the 
reasons given us at the time of our 
first petition. We haven't decided 
what our next step will be. but we are 
of the opinion such interpretation of 
law by constituted authority is going 
to make it easier some time for a die-

Tht- flight of British and American 
resident* from Hong Kong reminds 
newspaper readers; of this well-de- 
defended British Crown Colony's chief 
weakness: it is a small island, with 
"standing room only" for its crowded 
population. 

To the million inhabitants of peace- 
time Hong Kong, war in China ha* 
added a million refugees, points out 
a bulletin from the National Geogra- 
phic Society. The mountainous little 
colony's barren slopes cannot nour- 
ish its 5000 people per square mile 
without importing food and, in rain- 
less seasons, water. Any siege that 
cuts transport arteries threatens the 
colony with starvation. 
Island Colony Extended to Mainland 

Opium bootleggers, indirectly, 
.started Britain's southeastern China 
colony of Hon": Kong, 99 years ago. 
During the Opium War in 1840, Brit- 
ish forces chased pirates and stone- 
cutters off Hong Kong Island and oc- 
cupied it. 

Defeated China ceded the island's 
32 square miles, an 11-mile-long crest 
of a half-drowned mountain ridge a 
quarter-mile off China's coast. Brit- 
ain acquired, '-'0 years later, the Kow- 
loon Peninsula of China's mainland 
across the quarter-mile channel. A 
99-year lease in IK'.IK augmented the 
colony by the shallow strip of New 
Territories .which runs east and west 
from the root of Kowloon Peninsula 
to embrace a bay on each side. On 
this tropical 300 square miles of 
Britain- atoro ad, almost halfway 'round 
the world from London, has grown 
the chief British stronghold between 
Singapore and Shanghai. The United 
States base at Manila in the Philip- 
pines lies 631 miles southeast. Singa- 
pore is 1454 miles southwest. 

Victoria, the modern mountainside 
city on the north shore of Hong Kong 
Island is the colony's commercial 
heart. The single railroad and the 
main shipping lines, however, have 
their terminals on Kowloon Penin- 
sula. Among the international air 
lines terminating at Hong Kong is 
the Pan American, linking the colony 
to Manila and to San Francisco 6800 
miles east. The colony's population 
is 98 per cent Chinese. In the limited 
rural district of New Territories 
carabaos plow small Chinese farms, 
and Chinese tend litchi orchards, 
herds of geese, and families of sway- 
backed pigs.

HOME PAINTING HINTS

BIRDS are singing and flowers are 

blooming — and America is rolling 
up its sleeves for the annual paint- 
ing spree. For there's no greater 
thrill for the householder than seeing 
those dingy old surfaces renewed 
with slick fresh paint. 

Years ago paint merely protected 
a surface. Today it protects better 
— ^ than ever, but 
! we've discovered 
~ that paint colors 
JV. also give a house 
, ( .f style, make it 

t ^\ seem warmer. 

* ' ^ IQ^y^; cooler, more 
Jrrw.^*' comfortable, or 
more restful Paint can make a room 
seem larger or smaller, can make a 
cold north room gay and sunshiny. 
It's not magic, just common sense. 

For example. East and North 
rooms receive cold, bluish daylight, 
while South and West rooms receive 
warmer, redder rays Unless you 
counteract this phenomenon with 
paint colors, some rooms may seem 
cold and unfriendly— others op- 
pressively close. So it's a safe rule 
co use "warm" colors— yellow, or- 
ange, red. violet and purple — in 
East and North rooms, and let the 
"cool" colors— green, blue, blue- 
Srcen. gray and white — predominate 
in South and West rooms And don't 
fcrget. all colors are either warm 
or cool, whether in light tints or 
deep shades. 

Also, warm reds, corals, or yellows 
are stimulating and should be used 
in playrooms and breakfast nooks. 
Cool colors have a feeling of repose, 



and make dens and bedrooms serene 
and restful. Again, the cool colors 
seem to recede and make a room 
seem larger, while the warm colors 
have an opposite effect. Thus, a long 
narrow room can be "squared" by 
painting end walls in a warm color. 

For contrast, try Dutch blue doors 
or shutters on a white house, or red 
trim on a gray house. Inside, pieces 
of furniture painted gay coral or 
jade will contrast beautifully with 
soft, grayed wall colors. But, don't 
put a brightly-painted piece against 
a brightly-painted wall or you'll 
cancel the contrast And never give 
full rein to either warm or cool col- 
ors in the same room. 

Deep wall colors — burgundy, cin- 
namon brown, and cactus green — are 
popular this year. They can be used 
in well-lighted rooms, and ceilings 
are usually painted white or ivory 
for contrast and 
light distribu- 
tion. If your ceil- 
ings are too high, 
however, you 
can bring them 
down with a 
deep warm paint 
color. 

This spring color photograohs 
were taken of scores of such color- 
fully painted rooms and were pub- 
lished in a book called the Home 
Decorator, which Sherwin-Williams 
dealers distribute at no cost. There 
are over a hundred color schemes 
shown for interiors and exteriors, 
and many more color hints like 
those above.

What happens to "the Burma 
Road" may change the course of his- 
tory in Asia and even in the world; 
for Japan has demanded that Great 
Britain close the road and stop the 
shipment of supplies to the Chinese 
Government. 

The Burma Road, says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic Soci- 
ety, connects the Burmese railhead at 
Lashio with Kunming i formerly Yun- 
nanf u » , capital of Yunnan Province; 
and the latter city, in turn, linked by 
road with Chungking, present Chin- 
ese capital. 

It is a vital segment in the 2000- 
mile-long trade route from Rangoon, 
seaport in southern Burma, to the 
Yangtze River. Although parts of the 
road from Burma to the Yangtze had 
been built before 1937 (the Chung- 
king-Kunming section opened 1985), it 
was not until the autumn of that 
year that work was started on the 
most difficult stretch between the 
border of Burma and Kunming. A lit- 
tle more than a year after construc- 
tion began on the long gaps in the 
route, the first trucks traversed the 
| boldly conceived road, which cuts 
through sparsely inhabited regions 
the natural obstructions of the 
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rugged terrain were matched by thi 
difficulty of obtaining labor. 
M odern Road Built Viith Primitive 
Tools 

Most of the work was done by hand, 
with hoes and hammers, by thous- 
ands of men, women and children who 
volunteered and were conscripted for 
the job because of the military neces- 
sity of immediately putting through 
a freight route to British Asia, to 
take the place of Atlantic ports oc- 
cupied by Japanese forces. The con- 
struction gangs had little modern 
road-building equipment; such crude 
implements as "steamrollers" of cyl- 
indrical boulders pulled by water buf- 
falo were used. Large flat stones 
provided paving over long stretches. 

Observers who traveled on the 
Burma Road in the rainy season dur- 
ing the first year it was open to 
through traffic found that landslides 
and deep mud greatly impeded the 
flow of vehicles. 

The railway between Haiphong, on 
the coast of French Indo-China, and 
Kunming is still open, but Japanese 
bomibing raids and diplomatic pres- 
sure have seriously restricted, if they 
have not completely stopped, the pas- 
sage of war materials to China over 
that route. So, except for the very 
long, round-about, and difficult north- 
ern caravan route from Soviet Rus- 
sia, the Burma-Kunming-Chungking 
road remains the last important 
highway by which large-scale ship- 
ments of gasoline, machinery, muni- 
tions, and other supplies can reach 
beleagured China. 

If it had not been for the military 
emergency which forced construction 
of the Burma Road .this laboriously- 
carved route would probably never 
have been built, for it runs across a 
rough upland region, crossing at 
right angles several high mountain 
ranges, as well as the prodigious 
gorges of the turbulent Salween, 
Mekong, and many other streams. 

Following the ancient "silk trail," 
over which Marco Polo traveled more 
than six centuries ago, the Burma 
Road makes accessible some of the 
most l>eautiful mountain country in 
the world, where the scene shifts 
from snow-topped peaks and rice- 
bordered plateau lakes to tropical 
jungles of bamboo and teakwood, and 
forests of tall evergreens where invis- 
ible bands of howling gibbons fol- 
low the caravans at a safe distance. 
Heavy-laden mules and oxen, beasts 
of burden in this region for centur- 
ies, share the road with heavy trucks. 
! which carry large loads swiftly, but 
which cut up the road so badly in 
wet weather that it. is necessary to 
keep large repair crews busy through- 
out the rainy season of summer. A 
spur from the western tip of the 
highway reaches to Bhamo. on the 
Irrawaddy River in Burma, an alter- 
native terminus to Lashio.

The Bahama Islands group, over 
which the Duke of Windsor will pre- 
side, consists of more than 3000 is- 
lands, islets, cays, and rocks strewn 
over some »i30 miles of ocean between 
Florida and Hiapoaiola, says a bulle- 
ton from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. Twenty-nine of the 
islands are of fair size. 

Many of the islets are uninhabited, 
and some of the larger ones are 
sparsely populated, continues the 
bulletin. The total population is esti- 
mated to be 08,000, with about 20.- 
000 on the island of New Providence, 
which contains the capital and chief 
city, Nassau. There are about 7000 
persons on Andros. 0000 on Eleuth- 
era. and lesser numbers on Long Is- 
land, San Salvador. Abaco and others. 
The population includes a large pro- 
portion of negroes. 

Nearest Island Neighbor to I . S. 60 
Miles East of Florida 

The island group lies off the south- 
east coast of Florida, the nearest Ba- 
haman land being the island of Bim- 
ini, about 90 miles ea<t of Miami, 
well-known to Americans .luring the 
prohibition era. 

As governor and commander-in- 
chief of the islands, the Duke of 
Windsor will be assisted by an Exec- 
utive Council of eight members, a 
Legislative Council of nine, and a 
representative Assembly with a mem- 
bership of 29. The governor's man- 
sion adjoins the executive offices in 
Nassau. 

Most historic of the islands is 
San Salvador (Watling Island), on 
the eastern fringe, where Columbus 
made Ins landing in 1492. 

The Bahamas have had many tips 
and downs During one era pirate 
vessels lurked among the cays and 
made forays on the rich West' Indies 
com merce, 

Aster Cornwallia yielded at York- 

13 ^ ya j ,Rt r 9 American 
mainland flocked to the Bahamas, 
banging their slaves, silverware, and 
other personal effects. On plantations 

Of cane and cotton developed by these 
royal refugees- rose a tide of profits. 
Ids ebbed when slaves were freed 
and when competing agriculture grew 
up in the States. 

Loyalists departing for England 
after tins land boom faded, turned 
their farms over to ex-slaves or other 
Miners. Lacking skill, capital or 
-uffident energy, these latter failed 
Farming declined. An easier h'ving-- 
|f on a lower standard— was offered 
By the sea. Hence today the once 
productive fields are idle and brush- 
grown. 

On Andros Island, named fo r an 
early Governor of the Massachusetts 
Colony, much sisal was once grown. 
Th.s ls a fiber of which great quanti- 
ties are used in making binder twine 
tor American wheat farmers These 
Plantations were owned by well-known

Mates, when the city was the ba«e 
for Confederate blockade runners

officers, barrels of money, and gal- 
unit gentlemen in Confederate gray 
Smuggled cotton sold there for ten 
times its cost in the Carolinas.

According to 
the 00 year statistical record of the 
Keeley Institute at Dwight, 111., re- 
cently released to the National W. C. 
T. U. for study, 84 per cent of the 
heavy drinkers who have sought treat- 
ment during the years have come from 
cities, both large and small; only Hi 
per cent from villages and rural areas. 

This figure is regarded as unusual- 
ly high in ratio to population, since 
only .">2.4 per cent of all Americans 
live in towns of 5000 or more. 

The record shows also that a great 
percentage of the heavy drinkers be- 
gan their alcohol habit between the 
ages of 1") and 20 years, and that most 
of the patients treated for alcoholism 
fall within the :it) to 40 year old pe- 
riod. 

The married man may have more 
incentive for straightening himself 
out, or more urging, than the unat- 
tached male, but the fact is that more 
than three out of four patients who 
seek alcoholism treatment at Keeley 
Institute are married men. 

Only 14 per cent of the patients at 
the institute are single, four per cent 
widowers and another four per cut 
divorced. The ratio hasn't changed 
much through the years. And the 
records prove that the effects of al- 
cohol have changed not at all, thougii 
the results of the liquor trade in this 
mechanized age of continually en- 
larging cities are more serious than 
in the more leisurely life of America 
00 years ago.— [Union Signal, July 13.

May I respectfully urge that you 
give this communication space in 
vour paper so that I may place before 
the people of our town the true facts 
of the case. 

A year ago I made application to 
the Board of Selectmen for a license 
to conduct a bowling alley in my 
father's building located at Oo 
Swanton street. 

After much investigation, a heal- 
ing before the Board, and a public 
hearing, the Board granted me a li- 
cense. I then had my architect sub- 
mit plans to the town's building de- 
partment and in due time received a 
permit to build. 

A small group of abutters opposed 
the permit and took the matter to 
the Board of Appeal. After careful 
study and a public hearing this 
board upheld the permit. 

Those opposed to the building then 
appealed the matter through the va- 
rious court stages: Superior Court. 
Referee, single Justice of the Su- 
preme Court and finally to the full 
bench of the Supreme Court. I also 
sought a decision in the State Su- 
preme Court as I had received one 
adverse ruling, that of the single 
justice. 

Finally the Supreme Court ruled 
that I was within my rights in plan- 
ning to build a bowling alley in the 
location in question. I would not 
have gone to the expense of carrying 
this matter to the Supreme Court if 
it were not for the fact that I had 
the license to operate. 

Upon receiving my sanction from 
the Supreme Court I applied for a 
renewal of the license 1 received a 
year ago. granting me the privilege 
of conducting bowling until 11 p. m, 
six evenings a week. 

The present Board of Selectmen, 
with two new members, neither of 
whom I have ever seen on my prem- 
ises, refused my request for a li- 
cense. 

For what reason? ••Noise," they say.

The parade will begin forming in 
front of the American Legion Hall 
in Arlington at 2:30 p. m., and will 
start promptly at 3 p. m. It will be 
composed of units of the American 
Leg-ion and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars from the neighboring towns, 
the Arlington Posts of these two or- 
ganizations, the Arlington Legion 
Band, detachments from the Regular 
Army and National Guard, a motor- 
ized detachment from the 11 0th Cav- 
alry, and representatives of the Red 
Cross Motor Corps, 

A feature of the parade will be 
the massing of the colors of every or- 
ganization in line. Cambridge will 
-end its American Legion Drill Team. 
Timothy J. Buckley. Past Commander 
of the Arlington Post of the Legion, 
will be Chief Marshal of the parade. 
The parade will march up Broadway 
to Massachusetts avenue, along Mass- 
achusetts avenue from the center to 
the high school, where it will turn 
right into the Warren Peirce Play- 
ground. It Is expected that the parade 
will be reviewed at the Town Hall by 
Walter T. Chamberlain, Chairman of 
the Arlington Civilian Defense Com- 
mittee and the Mayor- and Selectmen 
of the communities participating. 

On arriving at the playground, the 
parade will disband and the exercises 
will start immediately. Mr. Chamber- 
lain will preside at the nag-draped 
-tand and will introduce Colonel Rice 
of the Regular Army and Colonel 
Brown of the National Guard, both 
of whom will speak briefly. Promptly 
at 4 o'clock, Senator Lodge will be 
introduced, and it is expected that his 
speech will be broadcast over Station 
VVNAC Every word should be dis- 
tinctly heard throughout the play- 
ground by means of the sound system 
now being set up through the efforts 
of Chief of Police Archie M. Bullock, 
vice chairman of the committee. 

Following Senator Lodge's address, 
there will be a military demonstra- 
tion of the new motorized equipment 
of the 1 loth Cavalry and of anti-air- 
craft guns in action. At the conclu- 
sion of this demonstration, the exer- 
cises ' will close with "The Star 
Spangled Banner." 

Flags will be displayed all along 
the line of march, on all Arlington 
public buildings, and elsewhere about 
the town. The big new recruiting 
car of the Regular Army will be 
parked on the playground. The Na- 
tional Youth Administration has of- 
fered its services to the Committee, 
not only in conjunction with this pro- 
gram but also in any of its future 
activities. Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements, Selectman Har- 
old M. Eatalbrook and his associates, 
have been working hard to assure 
the success of this patriotic demon- 
stration, in cooperation with the rep- 
resentatives of the participating cit- 
ies and towns. The program has been 
carefully timed in order not to inter- 
fere with week-end plans. Certainly 
they are to be congratulated on being 
able to secure Senator Lodge as the 
principal sneaker. His position on the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
makes him one of the outstanding 
figures of the country, especially at 
this time.

Marblehead Race Week, with all 
that it means in the way of color, 
thrills, excitement and activity, pack- 
ed new interest for the land-locked 
Snipe sailors of the Winchester Boat 
Club. This year, the fleet was larger, 
mon- experienced, bitter prepared 
than ever to cope with the unfamiliar 
problems of tide, sea and current.

A RATHER familiar phrase in ihe 
American language is "protect- 
ing your investment".

Thp prudeni motorist protects that 
investment, both to be sure it will 
give him maximum mileage and 
the motoring satisfaction that was 
built into a fine machine, and that 
his car will have the maximum re- 
sale value when he decides to trade, 
it in for a new one. 

It is interesting to note in this 
connection that the final decision 
in the case of used car sales is 
frequently affected by the uphol- 
stery and interior of the car. A re- 
cent survey revealed that almost 
25 per cent of the persons ques- 
tioned said that the condition of 
the interior of the car was a major, 
factor in influencing their purchase. 

This is a valuable tip to all car 
owners Keep your upholstery in 
good shape. Don't let it get dirty 
or spotted. Remove all stains or 
spots as quickly as possible. Brush, 
out the floor of the car regularly. 
Polish the interior trim. In other 
words, be a good housekeeper. 
Some day you'll want to trade in. 
your car or sell it. And when you 
do you'll be glad you paid attention 
to the interior of the car. This Is 
usually more noticeable to the un- 
trained eye of the prospective 
buyer than th<? condition of the 
motor.

Supplies needed for the battleships 
now under construction in shipyards- 
in the United States emphasize that 
the modern warship, aside from its 
primary function as a lighting ma- 
chins, is a floating community which 
must be wholly self-sufficient, for 
considerable periods of time. 

A battleship's full complement of 
about 12(1(1 officers and men needs 
supplies anil services almost as varied 
as those of the average town, says a 
bulletin from the National Geogra- 
phic Society. Three meals a day must 
be served seven days a week. The 
largo quantity of food required at 
each meal is indicated by the equip- 
ment of the kitchens or ship's galleys 
which, among other utensils, includes 
10 or 12 enormous soup kettles of 

00 to 80 gallons each. 

Meals Prepared by Mass Production 
Machines peel the potatoes and 
onions. The chief cook and his sev- 
eral assistants preside over three 
electric ranges, three electric cook- 
ing tops, four 3-deck electric roast- 
ing ovens, five electric fry kettles of 
90 gallon capacity, in electric grid- 
dles, and several ice cream freezers. 
Other equipment includes an electric 
coffee grinder, a dish- washing ma- 
chine, and tumbler drier. Garbage in- 
cinerators now cheat the sea gulls 
and tish, chiefly because the dumping 
of floating refuse might give infor- 
mation to an enemy as to the course 
of the ship. 

The bakery would be a credit to 
i the average small town both in size 
i and in equipment. The daily output 
j of 170 pies or other pastries brings 
to the electric mixers 100 pounds of 
: flour, 45 pounds of shortening, two 
j pounds of salt, five gallons of water, 
j and other ingredients in proportion. 

The loaves of bread weigh two 
I pounds apiece, and the bake shop 
| must turn out at least 240 such 
loaves, seven days a week. On cake 
days the demand is for 20 cakes not 
j of ordinary household size but meas- 
i tiring a foot and a half by two feet.

! out in 1828 in two volumes, an edi- 
I tion of 2.500 copies. It contained 
j 12.000 words and from 30.000 to 40.- 
000 definitions that had not ap- 
peared in any earlier dictionary. 
An English edition soon followed. 
In 1840 the second edition, correct- 
ed and enlarged, came out, in two 
volumes. He completed the revision 
of an appendix a few days before 
his death. May 23. 1343-

Owing to the limited space avail- 
able in the post office during the day, 
aliens are requested to report for 
registration at the post office between 
the hours of 7 p. m. and Hi p. m.. 
every evening excepting Saturday. 

No alien will be requested to regis- 
ter or solicited to do so in any man- 
ner by the Post Office Department, 
However, aliens who fail to register 
between Aug. 27th and Dec. 20th will 
be liable to a fine of $1000 and six 
months in prison.

German artillery placed for cross- 
Channel fire against England is re- 
ported concentrated along the French 
coast of the English Channel's east- 
ern end between Boulogne and Dun- 
kerque. Only at its eastern end is the 
English Channel actually narrow, 
points out a bulletin from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. There at 
the Strait of Dover it narrows to 20 
miles, with a mere 22-mile jump be- 
tween Calais and the British port of 
Dover. Some 20 miles westward along 
the French coast, however, the Chan- 
nel widens to leave a gap of 30 miles 
between Boulogne and the nearest 
English port. Folkstone. At Dieppe, 
the next French port to the west, 
the distance to the coast of Britain 
is 6(5 miles. Farther west at LeHavre, 
vital French port opposite Brighton, 
the Channel is 85 miles wide. These 
distances represent an estimated fly- 
ing time for bombers of about 6 min- 
utes to England from Calais, 8 min- 
utes from Boulogne, 16 from Dieppe 
and 21 from LeHavre. 

'The Sleeve" is what the French 
call the 350-mile-long Channel, an 
old-fashioned two-puff sleeve with its 
tight wrist at the Strait of Dover, 
the puffs caught in at Cherbourg, 
and the shoulders at its western en- 
trance to the Atlantic. The constric- 
tion at Cherbourg leaves a mere 82 
miles intervening between the Brit- 
ish port of Portsmouth, and a nar- 
rower 55 miles between Alderney. 
the northernmost Channel Island, arid 
the nearest point of the English 
coast. The western "puff," however, 
widens to a distance of 157 miles or 
38 minutes between St. Malo and 
Southampton. Britain's largest Chan- 
nel port. The western end of the 
( hannel is more than 100 miles wide, 
and nearly twice as deep as the east- 
ern extremity. 

I he east Channel coast of Eng- 
land, most exposed to attack from 
Franco, contains a large fraction of 
the 4.500.000 Englishmen living in 
the six counties and islands border- 
ing the Channel.

Let us compare today's liquor situ- 
ation with that of 20 years ago, as 
revealed in the issue of the "'New 
York Herald Tribune" for Feb 18, 
1920: 

"A casual investigation of the ef- 
fects of one month of prohibition in 
New York City seems to build up an 
overwhelming and puncture - proof 
case in favor of the 18th Amendment. 
Exhibit 'A' might be the famous al- 
coholic ward in New York's Bellevue 
Hospital. It has been abolished." 

The Director of Bellevue Hospital 
tells "Missions" (May 1940), that the 
psychiatric division handles all 
straight alcoholic patients, a total of 
70 patients per day, really a lower 
average, as patients are kept some- 
what longer now for better treat- 
ment, but that is offset by transfer 
to other hospital divisions of alcohol- 
ics having skull fractures or other in- 
juries. 

In 1033 repeal advocates argued 
that prohibition was contributing to 
the spread of alcoholism. 

The "Christian Science Monitor" 
viewed alcoholism for 1937 in Boston 
hosimls as a "chronic emergency," 
demanding broad-scale education. It 
costs the city $5011,000 yearly. 

"Less than 48 hours after the Dis- 
tilled Spirits Institute released a na- 
tional survey claiming that crime had 
decreased since prohibition repeal, 
Boston City Hospital authorities com- 
pleted a survey of their own reveal- 
ing very different conclusion. Not 
only had cases of excessive drinking 
added more and more of a burden 
to city finances, virtually overtaxing 
the hospitals' capacity, but alcoholic 
fatalities increased out of all propor- 
tion to the number of drinking cases 
admitted."

The town has a population of 16,000 j 
natives, with a few hundred white 
men, mostly Italians connected with 
the government, or representing 
banking, shipping or trading com- 
panies.

Except for the nurses at the hos- 
pital, the few white women of the 
town spend their summers on the 
higher plains of Hamasien.

A new Russian "Arctic station" is 
being established on Big Diomede Is- 
land, in Boring Strait between the 
mainland of Alaska and the main- 
land of Siberia) according to news re- 
ports from Moscow. "Arctic stations" 
have been set up at various points 
in the Soviet Union's far-flung icy 
domain in recent years. In .May, 1937, 
such a station was established on the 
ice within Id or 12 miles of the North 
Pole, anil later drifted southward. 
The various stations are announced 
to be set up primarily to facilitate 
scientific research including studies 
of weather. 

The new Russian station on Big 
Diomede Island is within sight of I'. 
S. territory, says a bulletin from the 
National Geographic Society. Big 
Diomede's companion island, Little 
Diomede on the U. S. side of the Si- 
bi 'rian-Alaskan boundary line through 
Bering Strait, is only two miles 
southeast. But despite this short dis- 
tance, it is noon Tuesday on Big Dio- 
mede when it is noon Monday on 
Little Diomede. This- is because of a 
man-made "time-fence," the Interna- 
tional Date Line which lias been trac- 
er! between the islands and on south- 
ward, dividing the Western and East- 
en hemispheres. 

The two rocky islands rise almos-t 
exactly in the middle of Bering 
Strait, where the easternmost main- 
land tip of Asia is 55 miles from the 
westernmost tip of Alaska. In clear 
weather one mainland headland is- 
visible from the other. The weather 
is usually misty, however, in this re- 
gion just south of the Arctic Circle. 
Heavy fops hid the is'and from their 
Russian discoverer, Vitus Bering, 
when he first passed them on his 
way through the Strait which bears 
his name. When he later sighted one 
of the islands, he gave it the name 
Diomede because the date, August 16 
(1728) was St. Diomede's day in the 
church calendar. 

Little Diomede is a 2-mile-long 
oval rock rising steeply 1000 feet 
from the waters of Berintr Strait. Big 
Diomede, to the Northwest across the 
I". S.-U. S. S. R. frontier, is larger, 
luirher and steeper. Fe-wer than 30 
Eskimos live on Bier Diomede. but the 
village climbing the rocky slope 
above the narrow boulder each of 
Little Diomede has more than 100 in- 
haitants. In summer most of the Lit- 
tle Diomede Eskimos sail over to 
Nome, Alaska, for seasonal work. 

The rocky surfaces of both islands 
are covered with dark, scaly lichens, 
except when summer brings blooms 
of blue monkshood anil the walnr.t- 
sized "Eskimo potato." The only rui- 
mal life is the host of auklets, puf- 
fins, kittiwakes. and other Arctic 
Occasionally a fox or white bear 
roams out over the ice from the 
mainland. The Eskimos on both is- 
lands live frugally on fish, sea mam- 
' mals and birds, the latter caught in 
birds that breed on the steep slopes, 
long-handled nets from rock blinds. 

On the trail of prehistoric Eskimo 
migrations, the National Geographic 
Society and the Smithsonian Insti- 
union jointly sponsored an expedi- 
tion in 1936 which visited both Little 
and Big Diomede Islands. Evidence 
from kitchen middens, on both is- 
lands showed that this was the route 
by which Eskimos entered America 
j from Asia, presumably some 2000 
; years ago, bringing with them the 
; "Golden Age" culture of what is 
j known as the "Old Bering Sea" peri- 
• od of Eskimo history. It is highly 
i probable, although not yet proved, 
that by this same route man first 
\ entered the American continent, by 
j some pre-Eskimo migrations of the 
! ancestors of the American Indians. 
| .

TT~HILE other people try to keep 
»\ away from mosquitoes during 
the summer months, Philip Granett, 
young "iron" man at Rutgers Uni- 
versity, goes to a great deal of 
trouble to get them to bite him. He 
has endured more than .300,000 bites 
to help make it possible for other 
folks to escape insect annoyance. 

Granett is one of a group of sci- 
entists at Rutgers who, under a 
grant from the National Carbon 
Company, are studying insect reac- 
tions to various chemicals. They 
have been working on this one prob- 
lem for five years. As a result, they 
have already succeeded in making 
a repellent lotion that not only pre- 
vents mosquitoes from biting but 
keeps them at a distance. 

Granett's job in this research has 
been that of a human guinea pig. 
He has tried out on himself the 
hundreds of chemical combinations 
produced by the laboratory - staff to 
learn which solution would work 
best. 

His method has been to take a 
sample of the chemical to be tested, 
stand in a mosquito bog, roll up 
sleeves and trousers, and apply a 
measured amount of the repellent 
to one arm and one leg. The other 
arm and leg have been left unpro- 
tected. Then the number of bites 
received on the untreated parts of 
his body were counted. 

Bites were counted until Granett ' 
got one on the arm or leg having j 
the repellent coating. As soon as 
that happened, he noted the time 
that had elapsed since the test be- 
gan, and the experiment was over. 
His purpose, of course, was to find 
a chemical combination that would 
extend the protection time as long 
as j-jssible.

Day after day Granett has gone 
through this routine, trying out one 
chemical after another. During the 
summer he has stood in swamps un- 
der a boiling sun. In winter has 
been bitten by mosquitoes especi- 
ally raised in the Rutgers labora- 
tories at New Brunswick, N. J. 
Every one of the thirty-five kinds 
of moso,uito<.-s found in New Jersey 
has had a chance to feed on him, 
Granett says. Along with them are 
many others of the 3-j0 varieties 
that exist in different parts of the 
United States. 

Granett's endurance has been fi- 
nally rewarded. The laboratory staff 
reports that it has developed a lo- 
tion that withstands a!l tests better 
than any other. Not only does this 
substance offer protection against 
mosquitoes, but it keeps away gnats, 
sand fleas, black flies, deer flies' 
chiggers and similar pests. One ap- 
plication may last as long as three 
hours.

The stake of the United States in 
the Netherlands Indies, Far Eastern 
colony of conquered Holland, revolves 
around the continuing need for 
American industry to tap that tropi- 
cal storehouse for vital raw materials, 
principally rubber, tin, raw foodstuffs 
and quinine) points out. a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C. head- 
q tarters of the National Geographic 
Society.

Looked at from the buyer's point of 
view, in the United States 

bought 30 per cent of its crude rub- 
ber from the Netherlands Indies. 
These rubber purchases ($52,125,000 
worth) accounted for well over half 
of the total value of imports from 
the Netherlands Indies. 

Tin, the next most important single 
import, had a value of only about one- 
seventeenth of the total worth of U. 
S. imports from the Netherlands In- 
dies, and only eight per cent of Uncle 
Sam's tin imports come from the in- 
lands. Petroleum vies with rubber for 
first place on the all-lands export list 
of the Netherlands Indies; but the 
United States, well-supplied at home 
and from Latin America, buys no oil 
from the Far Eastern islands.

The British War Relief Society 
now reports total receipts of $453.- 
365, of which $123,220 was received 
in the 10 days prior to going to press 
with the present bulletin. Steady in- 
creases in contributions for the aid 
of war sufferers in Britain reflect a 
general heightening of interest in 
the cause. 

New committee organization, in- 
tensification of local efforts in all 
parts of the country, and a nation- 
wide concern for the British war cas- 
ualties as the conflict grows fiercer, 
have all been factors in the constantly 
increasing strength of a great 
humanitarian movement. 

Critical days are upon Britain, and 
her men, women and children face the 
dangers bravely. Much has been done 
through generous contributions to 
alleviate their sufferings. It become? 
apparent every day that much more 
will be done. As this bulletin went to 
press, the Society's records showed a 
total of nearly 2fi,000 contributors, 
as compared with only 21,000 reported 
10 days ago. Organizing activities 
now proceeding rapidly are expected 
to show even greater increases in the 
immediate future.

The temporary banishment of 
British shipping from the vulnerable 
trade routes of the Mediterranean re- 
calls the centuries of varied and vio- 
lent history which this great inland 
lake knew before the "Tight Little 
Isle" became a factor in interna- 

| tional commerce. 

The rise of civilizations in the 

| Near East and geographic conditions 
made the Mediterranean the world's 
first great center of maritime trade, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C, headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. 

Pioneers in Purple-Sailed Ships 

' More than 2000 years before Christ 
its serrated and island-guarded coast, 
together with numerous side arms of 
seas, bays and gulfs, meant shelter 
and good harbors to adventurous 
navigators, traders— and pirates. Its 
forest-covered mountain ranges, ris- 
ing close to shore, furnished in many- 
places the necessary timber for ship- 
building, while fertile coastal low- 
land and good fishing grounds pro- 
vided attractive settlement possibili- 
ties for permanent populations. Pro- 
montories and mountains, easily seen 
at a distance in the clear Mediter- 
ranean air were invaluable to sailors 
in those pre-compass days. The cli- 
mate, with its long summer season, 
bright days and starlit nights, was 
especially propitious for pioneering 
navigators. 

Stretching some 2300 air miles 
from the Strait of Gibraltar to the 
Levantine coast, the Mediterranean 
(whose name means "sea in the midst 
of land") thus became a vast open 
highway to the diverse races and cul- 
tures of three continents. 

First to venture away from the 
safety zones of the coast were prob- 
ably the Phoenicians, whose purple- 
sailed ships scattered colonies and 
carried trade from Tyre to Carthage 
a thousand years l>efore the rise of 
the Roman Emnire. Thev even went 
beyond the Pillars of Hurcules into 
the open Atlantic Ocean to exchange 
their Eastern luxuries of spices, dried 
fruits, dyes and wines for the copper 
an.l tin of the Ibeian Peninsula and 
the British Isles. 

Various other early maritime civi- 
lizations, including the Aegean, the 
Greek. Etruscan and Roman, rose and 
waned along the shores of the Medi- 
terranean. Called the "Dantrerous 
Sea." these waters witnessed innum- 
erable struggles for commercial, re- 
ligious and political supremacy from 
the days of the ancient Greeks and 
Persians, the Roman- and Cartha- 
ginians, the Western Christians and 
the Moslem Turks, to 'he medieval 
city states of Venice and Genoa and 
the powerful Ottoman Empire. 

A Piratical Paradise 

Alonir with the struggle for power 
as each new maritime dynasty arose, 
went an almost continuous battle 
' against the organized Hand« of sea 
robbers who have haunted these 
coasts at one place or another since 
the dawn of history. For the ideogra- 
phic conditions which made the Medi- 
terranean a natural birthplace for the 
art of navigation favored as well the 
activities of pirates and buccaneers 
preying on the rich trade which 
crossed and crisscrossed the sea. and 
on the flourishing communities set up 
along the shores. 

The operations of the Barbary cor- 
sairs along the North African coast 
as late as the 1800's brought about 
reprisals from Emrlish, French and 
American Navies. The occunation of 
Ahreria undertaken bv the French in 
1830 finallv rid the coast nf the mar- 
auders aid established France as a 
North African power.

YOUR automobile battery should 
mean just as much to you as a 
hus company's bus batteries mean 
to it. After all. you are dependent 
upon the battery for starting, light- 
ing and ignition. 
You certainly 
have no desire 
to replace the 
battery; you 
want it to give 
long life. So 
does the bus 
company The 
difference is that 
the bus company 
takes good care 
of its batteries. 
The average 
driver is remiss 

in this particular. 

Actually, there's not a great deal 
to caring for the battery You could 
probably increase the life of your 
battery fifty per cent if you cared 
for it as it should be cared for A 
battery must have water in suffi- 
cient quantity to cover the plates. 
Corrosion of battery terminals 
should be prevented This is done 
by greasing the terminals with pe- 
troleum jelly. But, first be sure that 
any corrosion present has been 
washed off with water. 

Next in point of importance is 
to check as you drive to be sure 
your generator is charging. The 
ammeter will tell you whether It 
is. If it reveals that the generator 
is not charging, take the car at 
once to a mechanic and have the 
trouble remedied. 

You can profit also by inspecting 
the battery cables occasionally. See 
that they are not rubbing against 
any surfaces which cause them to 
wear. 

If you are in doubt about your 
battery's efficiency take your car 
to a service station and have the 
battery checked. It may need a 
recharge or if some of the cells are 
gone it may be time for you to 
replace it with a new one. In any 
event, make it a practice to pay 
attention now and then to the bat- 
tery. It's an important part of the 
car and all too often Its performance 
is taken for granted and its main- 
tenance is sadly neglected.

Geographi- 
cally, Eritrea is divided into three 
diattnet regions: the hot. dry, malar- 
ial coastal strip; the high interior 
plateau, with a cool climate, and 
ample rain in summer; and the roll- 
ing hill country of the west, fallinir 
gradually to the border of the Sudan 
pin in. 

Eritrea is fertile and productive 
enough to support a population of 
more than 600,000, many of whom are 
engaged in agriculture, stock raising, 
cotton growing, minin"-. and pearl 
fishing. Along the COaet, the people 
are mostly Arabs; inland live tribes 
of the North African Caucasian Ham- 
ite peoples, some with a slightly 
Semitic, some with a Negroid strain.

SOUTHAMPTON WAS BRITAIN'S 
GREATEST PASSENGER 
PORT 



German attacks on the English 
Channel port of Southampton arc 
aimed at the international front door 
of England, points out a bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society. 

Southampton is Britain's chief portal 
through which pass normally more 
than one third of all the travelers to 
and from England, says the bulletin. 
For this reason, and because New 
England's Pilgrim Fathers there em- 
barked on the Mayflower, it is the 
English port best known to Ameri- 
can-. 

Mas Aircraft Factories and Shipyards 

This thousand year old city has 
been called the port from which En- 
gland won the last World War, be- 
cause seven million soldiers were 
transported from there to battlefields 
on the continent. Troop ships have 
sailed from its wharves since Richard 
the Lion-Hearted led his- Crusaders 
away in llK'.t. 

Aircraft factories and shipyards of 
Southampton are special lures- to 
enemy attack. The giant Viekers 
plant has produced such history- 
making aircraft as the plane which 
in 1919 completed the first non-stop 
transatlantic flight. Shipbuilding 

there has specialized in fast destroy- 
ers that have broken speed records 
for the British Navy. The port is or- 
dinarily the British base for the 
trasatlantic clipper planes. 

Though _'0 English cities are larger, 
Southampton, With only 178,700 in- 
habitants, has developed some world- 
beating facilities for receiving the 
passengers and freight delivered on 
its doorstep by merchant fleets of 
more than 30 steamship companies. 
It has six miles of quays, 4"> miles 
of railroad sidings, seven drydocks — 
one of which is the world's largest — - 
and acres of warehouses. Rapid rail 
connection to London cut a day from 
the time required for a liner to 
reach the capital. It was a German 
steamship company that started the 
trend now making Southampton an 
international-traffic port. Its geogra- 
phic advantages lie in its sheltered 
deep water channel and its peculiar 
double tides, giving it about three 
hours of high water. 

The city's great growth since 
achieving its railroad link with Lon- 
don one century ago has enveloped, 
but not destroyed, remnants of the 
sturdy Norman wall which defended 
it against French and- Spanish invad- 
ers in 1388, The two-story Bar Gate, 
whose CO-foot central arch straddles 
Southampton's main street — double- 
deck street cars and all — was at that 
time the northern entrance to the 
walled town. A granite monument 
near West Quay marks the spot 
where the Pilgrim Fathers, in Aug- 
ust, 1620, after a two weeks' stop- 
over from Holland, climbed aboard 
the Mayflower and the Speedwell, 
bound for a pause at Plymouth and 
then a non-stop voyage to America. 



WAR-ESSENTIAL MICA KING IN 
ITS FIELD 

Despite years of research, no all- 
round substitute is yet in use for 
mica, one of the vital war minerals 
in which Uncle Sam was reported to 
be deficient, says a bulletin from the 
National Geographic Society. Inval- 
uable as an eb-ctric insulator in such 
objects as fuse boxes, telephones, air- 
plane spark plugs, electric light sock- 
ets, magnetos and radio condensers, 
mica dramatically proved its quali- 
ties of resistance and flexibility dur- 
ing the first World War. Germany, 
then deprived of her usual supplies, 
especially felt, the lack of it. Today, 
industrial United States is the larg- 
es consumer of this mineral. So great 
are the Nation's needs that, although 
it is also the world's largest producer, 
the domestic sources are insufficient. 
Additional amounts, therefore, are 
normally imported from abroad, 
chiefly from British India, and South 
Africa. With the present world-wide 
Wars which have rendered foreign 
sources unstable, the long-studied 
question of possible substitutes for 
mica in its chief electrical uses is 
again receiving attention. So far. no 
such substitute has been commerci- 
ally launched, although one or two 
promising competitive materials have 
been developed in research labora- 
tories. An odd fact in connection with 
this modern industrial mineral is that 
ancient aboriginal history indicates 
that it was the first mineral to be 
mined in North America.

One of the important addresses at 
the recent National W. C. T. U. Con- 
vention in Chicago was that delivered 
by Fletcher Dobyus of California, the 
author of a new book, "The Amazing 
Story of Repeal." We quote from his 
address: 

"The public debauchery from the 
liquor traffic today is far more appal- 
ling than that a generation ago. . . . 
The liquor interests are again using 
all the methods of deception and in- 
timidation effective in the repeal 
campaign. . . . They have four pow- 
erful organizations, Distilled Spirits 
Institute and United Brewers' Indus- 
trial Foundation represent liquor in- 
terests; National Institute of Manu- 
facturers and Distribution, allied in- 
dustries; Repeal Associates is the 
association against the Prohibition 
Amendment under a new name, with 
the old leadership. . . . They all 
agree that the only serious danger 
is a possible return to National Pro- 
hibition, but for strategic reasons 
they fight local option. . . . The great 
purge executed by them left few men 
in public office who dared oppose 
them. They are now engaged in clos- 
ing doors of official position to all, 
great and small, whose subservicing 
is open to question. 

"Consider the letter received from 
Repeal Associates by James A. 
Farley the day the 1940 National 
Democratic Convention convened. It 
issued a stern warning that the con- 
vention must not nominate any man 
who had said he favored National 
Prohibition and closed as follows: "In 
particular, I feel it my duty to re- 
mind the delegates that Mr. Cordell 
Hull, while he is a man of many esti- 
mable characteristics, was an influen- 
tial advocate of our first great step 
toward totalitarianism in government 
— the Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Federal Consitution — and while in 
Congress he voted for it, and in the 
1932 Democratic Convention he led 
the dry forces in fighting the repeal 
plank." Faithfully yours. W. H. Stay- 
ton. This insolent letter could have 
been written only by men accustomed 
to wield despotic political power." 

Last September the president of 
Col-rate University. George Barton 
Cutter, delivered a convocation ad- 
dress under the title of "Meet A Pro- 
hibitionist." He said: "It is a fact 
that there are hundreds of thousands 
of Prohibitionists in the United States, 
and the disastrous results of repeal 
are increasing their number rapidly. 

Even if alone, I should not feel 
badly, for occasional non-conformists 
scattered among His creatures makes 
God is an optimist. They are His only 
hope, usually seers centuries ahead 
of time. Inscriptions on the prophets' 
tombs show that they were crucified, 
beheaded, burned, hanged, at least 
stoned, lashed, imprisoned, ridiculed. 
Naturally enough there were some 
insane to spoil the perfect score. It 
is hard for the dull-witted to dis- 
tinguish between seer and insane. I 
modestly ask for a place in this 
group, for I venture to prophesy that 
a century hence no item of history 
will be so difficult to explain as a 
people that prided itself on being in- 
telligent and at the same time used 
that intelligence to become drugged. 

I know better men than I who 
drink much better. Bless you, no, not 
because they drink, but in spite of 
it. Only a vivid imagination can 
fancy how good they would be with- 
out it, or how bad I should be with 
it. But it is difficult for one to be en- 
thusiastic about anything with all 
entries on the debit side of the ledger.

So alcohol both slows the white blood 
cells' destruction of the pneumonia 
germs in the blood and aids their 
passage into the lungs."

MAGNESIUM, LIGHTEST OF 
CO MMERCIAL M ETALS 



Increasing demand for magnesium 
competitor of aluminum, is now re- 
ported to be in excesxs of the avail- 
able supply, and plant extensions 
are predicted. The present capacity 
in the United States is about 3000 
short tons. 

A cubic foot of aluminum is one- 
third the weight of a cubic foot of 
structural steel, but a cubic foot of 
magnesium weighs only two-thirds as 
much as aluminum, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

Magnesium costs 40 per cent more 
per pound than aluminum, but be- 
cause of its lighter weight, the cubic- 
foot of magnesium would eos-t slight- 
ly less than the cubic foot of alum- 
inum. 

One-twelfth of the earth's crust is 
aluminum, but magnesium can be ob- 
tained from sea water which covers 
twice the land areas. All domestic 
manesium today comes from Michi- 
gan brine wells, but magnesium com- 
pounds are being produced in the 
United States today from sea water. 
Alloy Stronger Than Fither Metal 

Magnesium possesses many of the 
qualities which have made aluminum 
valuable to industry; it can be mach- 
ined as are other metals: it can be 
hammered into shape, drawn into 
wire, or extruded into various forms. 

Because of its lightness, magnes- 
ium has been entering more and 
more into airplane construction, this 
industry consuming about 70 per cent 
cf the magnesium castings produced. 
These are mostly alloys of magnes- 
ium and aluminum, the alloys being 
stronger than either metal separate- 
ly. Extended use of magnesium can 
reduce the weight of an airplane al- 
most 200 pounds. 

To armament and self-sufficiency 
programs are ascribed the increased 
world production of 18.000 tons, of 
which Germany produced 10.000 tons, 
according to estimates of the U. S. 
Bureau of Mines. It is today the 
lightes* structural metal commerci- 
ally availabe.

Adust covered car, its engine 
knocking, limped into Twenty 
Nine Palms, California, with its oc- 
cupants the victims of a freak auto- 
mobile accident that nearly ended 
in disaster.
